Last Friday around 1:00 pm. Bob from homeless encampment moved a tent to Parkview's corner parkway on Glendale/Montrose, 
He had tape measure and, and has come across the street several time last week to measure parkway/ sidewalk. The following is 
the account: 


Anthony confronted Bob by asking him to remove tent from property. He then became hostile with Anthony and oilier 
Dominque. A few minutes later the security guard came for rounds and attempted to get Bob to move belongings, he 
refused and became hostile to guard. Police were called and responded in twenty-minutes. Anthony, security guard, and 
I met with police on the comer. Bob goes into foul-mouthed rage on us, spit on female police officer and then he is 
cuffed. Officer Soiorio was not with us, he was called, but off on Friday. I,APD backed down from a full sweep as 
promised last Friday. (About ten blue tents remain with homeless activists sympathetically milking media outlets stating, 
"Echo Park is our park and we will not go!") Two officer's stated that they would not make man remove tent or 
belongings, because they were afraid doing so would cause them to lose their jobs. 


Sgt, Kim showed up and was hesitant to do anything. Bob threaten to "kick my ass" and called a female resident a "fxxxing bitch and 
was going to kick her ass," Bob as also shouting, "you want war, we will give you war," Sgt, Kim's response was to contact CD13 
and place a fence around property, and could do nothing about threats. Not the answer the answers needed ! We would have 
hoped LAPD/City wouldn’t allow an encampment to be established on parkway, at the front door of a senior living 
center per the assurances given in the community meeting on Jan 23 -. 




While Bob was cuffed, he was shouting how Solorio was his hero and understands. While you are trying to mediate between both 
sides. You need to encourage lawbreakers to tone it down. These tent activists in the NE corner of park have increasinfily become 
more vocal by cursing and harassing tenants while they are on their balconies. This needs to stopl Residents are fearful to even go 
out or walk outside! 


WE have not gone to the media as Mitch's suggested. WE have tried to keep low-key. However, contacting media remains on the 
table with a full orchestrated blitz that will show a different story, A story of how seniors, cancer patients, and wounded veterans 
lives and health are being threaten by lawbreakers.

"Echo Park is our park and we will not go!") Two officer's stated that they would not make man remove tent or 
belongings, because they were afraid doing so would cause them to lose their jobs. 


Sgt. Kim showed up and was hesitant to do anything. Bob threaten to "kick my ass" and called a female resident a "fxxxing bitch and 
was going to kick her ass." Bob as also shouting, "you want war, we will give you war." Sgt. Kim's response was to contact CD13 
and place a fence around property, and could do nothing about threats. Not the answer the answers needed l We would have 
hoped LAPD/City wouldn't allow an encampment to be established on parkway, at the front door of a senior living 
center per the assurances given in the community meeting on Jan 23 s 1 . 



While Bob was cuffed, he was shouting how Solorio was his hero and understands. While you are trying to mediate between both 
sides. You need to encourage lawbreakers to tone it down. These tent activists in the NE corner of park have increasinfily become 
more vocal by cursing and harassing tenants while they are on their balconies. This needs to stopl Residents are fearful to even go 
out or walk outside! 


WE have not gone to the media as Mitch's suggested. WE have tried to keep low-key. However, contacting media remains on the 
table with a full orchestrated blitz that will show a different story, A story of how seniors, cancer patients, and wounded veterans 
lives and health are being threaten by lawbreakers. 


I would appreciate a call so we could discuss further LAPD's appropriate course of action.

Some of you have heard me talk about the “Branch Breaker,” a thin, older male who 
walks past our house and sees fit to break the branches from both our Hibiscus bush 
and Senna tree that border our property. Both the tree and bush flower beautifully, and 
also drape over the sidewalk from time to time and may {or may not) block a 
pedestrian's path when walking along said sidewalk. I call him the “Branch 
Breaker" because he comes past late in the evening between 9 and 9:30pm, clearly 
benefiting from the cover of nightfall, and has his way with our privacy vegetation. 

I heard the unmistakable sound of branches snapping repeatedly outside, and went out 
front, noticed him but didn’t think twice- in fact 1 felt guilty that I didn’t stay more on top 
of keeping everything trimmed and taken care of. Until one night, when 1 was out front 
watering plants and Branch Breaker showed up with a small pocket knife and 
proceeded to start sawing away within the canopy of our Senna tree. 

I called out to him. “HELLO” I said . “EXCUSE ME?" Nothing. I couldn't tell if he had 
earplugs in or not, so I raised my voice - “EXCUSE ME??” By this time my husband 
Kent had joined me and was watching the scene unfold, when 1 said “I’m going to hose 
him.” Kent said “NO, please don't. He has a knife.” “I’M CALLING THE POLICE” 1 
yelled. He finally stopped and left. In the morning J came out to find all the branches he 
had cut thrown onto our side lawn. At least he could have cleaned up after himself! 









































“Ms. Pinky,” he began. “You understand I cannot write this up as a report. The guys will 
laugh me out of the station.” He pointed out exactly how our tree could be perceived as 
a safety hazard, with its braided branches, dry and pointy in spots, more than not, 
encroaching on the public space, potentially scratching a child or an elder strolling 
past. 

“Did you try talking to him?” SLO Ryan asked. I described my attempts and the 
ensuing passive aggressive non dialogue. While I rolled my eyes on the inside, SLO 
Ryan took me through the many possibilities of what drove the Branch Breaker to 
commit such actions running the spectrum from therapeutic pruning to a decades long 
ritual of keeping a particular sidewalk clear. I volleyed his every theory until at last, his 
admonition of “kill him with kindness” sunk in. Aside from the fact that Branch Breaker 
left a mess behind his every pruning visit, I was secretly appreciative when he 
maintained the clearance at the sidewalk so that indeed, nobody got an eye poked out. 


“What if I had hosed him that first night? Not in a powerful way, but to get him to stop 
and back away?” I asked. SLO Ryan replied, “If he decided to file a report, you would 





























have been charged with battery. 


!!!! Note to self. 

“I’ll tell you what,” SLO Ryan closed with- if you can follow him the next time he passes 
by, and find out where he lives without approaching him, email me and I will give him a 
visit." 

Next Month: 

Many quiet months pass until I spot Branch Breaker again-strolling past at 9:15pm one 
evening- and send Kent to go on a stakeout to find out where he lives.

Hi Officer Garcia and NP Knecht, 

I’m writing to let you know that at least one of these people has been undeterred in their continuing occupation of 
the property at 2011 Beverly. It’s not clear whether the owner has actually changed the locks, because this 
person still seems to be able to unlock and open the security door (see the video 

here: https://ww~w.dropbox.eom/s/i31 jv91uzgk7xqw/IMG 5739.MOV?dl—0 ), and they have definitely not 




cleaned out the property. And regardless, even when he isn’t u nl oc kin g the door, he has taken to just 
climbing over die gate (see the video 

here: https://www.dropbox.eom/s/9mu9vfdb5gpqgv/lMG _ 0123.MOV7dlK) , I think he may’ve removed the 
razor wire that used to be at the top). We were able to remove the green garbage bin he was using as a step 
ladder, but that has also not stopped him. Instead, he resorts to dragging die city garbage can or some nearby 
piece of large debris down from Beverly, or absent that, he’ll just shimmy along a tiny ledge on the side of 
the building that starts at street level at Beverly and brings him right to die top of gate. 

In short, the building owner will need to install some kind of improved security that stops people from being able to 
climb over the gate. And, if the city trashcan at the comer can’t be secured to its location, it may be worth 
considering removing it because this isn’t the first time people have used it as a makeshift step ladder to 
climb over die fences on nearby property'. 

Lastly, I also wanted to mention that this person has also taken to posting his own “No trespassing” signs. That’s not 
a problem in and of itself, but one in particular is a little concerning because it suggests he has installed traps 
on die property (photo attached). 

Let me kn ow if there’s anything I can do to help. I’m also happy to point out the location, etc., of w h at he’s doing if 
either of you would like to stop by sometime.

Some of you have heard me talk about the “Branch Breaker,” a thin, older male who 
walks past our house and sees fit to break the branches from both our Hibiscus bush 
and Senna tree that border our property. Both the tree and bush flower beautifully, and 
also drape over the sidewalk from time to time and may {or may not) block a 
pedestrian's path when walking along said sidewalk. I call him the “Branch 
Breaker" because he comes past late in the evening between 9 and 9:30pm, clearly 
benefiting from the cover of nightfall, and has his way with our privacy vegetation. 

I heard the unmistakable sound of branches snapping repeatedly outside, and went out 
front, noticed him but didn’t think twice- in fact I felt guilty that I didn't stay more on top 









of keeping everything trimmed and taken care of. Until one night, when 1 was out front 
watering plants and Branch Breaker showed up with a small pocket knife and 
proceeded to start sawing away within the canopy of our Senna tree. 


1 called out to him. “HELLO” 1 said . “EXCUSE ME?" Nothing. 1 couldn't tell if he had 
earplugs in or not, so I raised my voice - “EXCUSE ME??” By this time my husband 
Kent had joined me and was watching the scene unfold, when 1 said “I’m going to hose 
him.” Kent said “NO, please don’t. He has a knife.” “I'M CALLING THE POLICE” 1 
yelled. He finally stopped and left. In the morning I came out to find all the branches he 
had cut thrown onto our side lawn. At least he could have cleaned up after himself! 





I reached out to my contact at the CD13 office who put me in touch with our local 
Senior Lead Officer. After an email and reply that he was out on vacation 1 just about 
gave up. I was over it, and planned to wait for Branch Breaker’s next visit and power 
hose him away from the property. Thankfully SLO Ryan arrived at our door about a 
week later to discuss the situation, and we stood under the Senna tree discussing the 
situation. 






































“Ms. Pinky,” he began. “You understand I cannot write this up as a report. The guys will 
laugh me out of the station.” He pointed out exactly how our tree could be perceived as 
a safety hazard, with its braided branches, dry and pointy in spots, more than not, 
encroaching on the public space, potentially scratching a child or an elder strolling 
past. 

“Did you try talking to him?” SLO Ryan asked. I described my attempts and the 
ensuing passive aggressive non dialogue. While I rolled my eyes on the inside, SLO 
Ryan took me through the many possibilities of what drove the Branch Breaker to 
commit such actions running the spectrum from therapeutic pruning to a decades long 
ritual of keeping a particular sidewalk clear. I volleyed his every theory until at last, his 
admonition of “kill him with kindness” sunk in. Aside from the fact that Branch Breaker 
left a mess behind his every pruning visit, I was secretly appreciative when he 
maintained the clearance at the sidewalk so that indeed, nobody got an eye poked out. 


“What if I had hosed him that first night? Not in a powerful way, but to get him to stop 
and back away?” I asked. SLO Ryan replied, “If he decided to file a report, you would 





























have been charged with battery.

“I’ll tell you what,” SLO Ryan closed with- if you can follow him the next time he passes 
by, and find out where he lives without approaching him, email me and I will give him a 
visit."

653b. 

(a) Except as provided in subdivision (b) or (c), every person who loiters about any school or public 
place at or near which children attend or normally congregate and who remains at any school or 
public place at or near which children attend or normally congregate, or who reenters or comes 
upon a school or place within 72 hours. after being asked to leave bv the chief administrative official of 
that school or, in the absence of the chief administrative official, the person acting as the chief administrative 
official, or by a member of the security patrol of the school district who has been given authorization, in 
writing, by the chief administrative official of that school to act as his or her agent in performing this duty, or a 
city police officer, or sheriff or deputy sheriff, or Department of the California Highway Patrol peace officer is a 
vagrant, and is punishable by a fine of not exceeding one thousand dollars ($1,000) or by imprisonment in a 
county jail for a period not exceeding six months, or by both that fine and imprisonment. 







(fa) Every person required to register as a sex offender who violates subdivision (a) shall be punished as 
follows: 


(1) Upon a first conviction, by a fine not exceeding two thousand dollars ($2,000), by imprisonment in a county 
jail for a period of not more than six months, or by both that fine and imprisonment. 

(2) If the defendant has been previously convicted once of a violation of this section or former Section 653g, by 
imprisonment in a county jail for a period of not less than 10 days or more than six months, or by both 
imprisonment and a fine of not exceeding two thousand dollars ($2,000), and shall not be released on 
probation, parole, or any other basis until he or she has served at least 10 days. 

(3) If the defendant has been previously convicted two or more times of a violation of this section or former 
Section 653g, by imprisonment in a county jail for a period of not less than 90 days or more than six months, 
or by both imprisonment and a fine of not exceeding two thousand dollars ($2,000), and shall not be released 
on probation, parole, or any other basis until he or she has served at least 90 days. 

(c) Any person required to register with the chief of police or sheriff pursuant to Section 186.30 who violates 
subdivision (a) shall be punished as follows: 

(1) Upon first conviction, by a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars ($1,000), by imprisonment in a county 
jail for a period of not more than one year, or by both that fine and imprisonment. 

(2) Upon a second conviction, by a fine not exceeding two thousand dollars ($2,000), by imprisonment in a 
county jail for a period of not more than one year, or by both that fine and imprisonment. The court shall 
consider a period of imprisonment of at least 10 days. 

(3) If the defendant has been previously convicted two or more times, by a fine not exceeding two thousand 
dollars ($2,000), by imprisonment in a county jail fora period of not more than one year, or by both that fine 
and imprisonment. The court shall consider a period of imprisonment of at least 90 days. 

f d ) As used in this section , "loiter" means to delay, to linger . or to idle about a school or public 
place without lawful business for being present.

Greetings everyone. 

My apologies in advance to our LAPP officers and to Juan who will get this email twice, as a group of parents also 
looped me in another email chain. I just wanted to share the same information with our neighbors. I am attaching 
some pictures of some of the encampments that are near Clifford Elementary. I have serious concerns for the 
welfare and safety of our students and families who walk to school from all directions. 

Encampment on Ailesandro and Duane Street 

Parents and neighbors have informed me that they observed the individuals from the encampment off Allesandro 
Street walking up and down Duane St. late last night, peeking into cars. I am concerned about their intentions and 
their close proximity to our school. 

Encampments along Berkeley Ave. and Glendale Blvd. 














































In addition, I spent my morning at The Whole Child Cottages near Gateway Hospital, affiliated with the Los Angeles 
Homeless Services Authority f LAHSA), which is a Coordinated Entry System (CES), The facility recently opened, 
providing temporary housing for families who have experienced homelessness, and are transitioning to permanent 
housing, Clifford is the school of residence for the facility. Families from the cottages who have school-aged 
children will be walking to Clifford, as most do not have a vehicle and the facility does not provide transportation. 
The easiest route to take is Effie St. to Lake Shore Ave,, then Berkeley Ave, to Glendale Blvd, North, As I drove the 

route, I saw several things that concerned me. Near the corner of Berkeley Ave. and Lake Shore Ave„ the block is 
littered with trash. As you turn North on Glendale Blvd,, families would have to pass approximately 4 tents. These 
families have been through the trauma of being homeless and shouldn't have to be reminded of their ordeal fay 
walking passed these tents daily, 

Clifford Street Tunnel crossing Glendale Bivd. 

As my office manager was leaving home from work yesterday at 3:30PM, she observed one of our second grade 
students and her grandmother walk into the tunnel to cross Glendale Blvd, on Clifford Street, She stated that 2 
men entered the tunnel shortly after them. She stated that they appeared dirty and disheveled. She feared for 
their safety and parked her car to wait for them to come out the other side. Luckily, they made it through without 
incident. We shouldn't have to fear for our students and families. As I’ve mentioned in previous emails, the 
Glendale Blvd., tunnel has been designated on our School Safety plan as the safe passage way to St, Theresa's 
Church and the Tommy Lasorda Dream Field, our evacuation centers. I don't feel very safe accompanying our 
students and staff through a potential biohazard area, riddled with discarded syringes and reeking of urine. 

I am concerned for the health and safety of all students and the ability for our families to have safe passages to and 
from school. 


I have sent an email to Assembly member Wendy Carrillo. Who might we refer our concerns about the tunnel to at 
CalTrans? Please let us know what else we might do.

Even if were allowed to clean up trash we 
would not due to very filthy hazardous unhealthy conditions. Street bureau of sanitation is in charge of that. That is all a 
scheduling process. Unfortunately enforcement is only a citation. Under current law homeless may live on any public place, that 
was handed down by the 9 th Circuit Courts, Martin vs Boise. 

I wish I could give you folks better news but that is all we can do at this time. In talking to CD #13 Field Deputy Juan Fregoso we are 
hoping for some environmental changes that will hopefully make an impact. 1 believe I mentioned that SLO Aispuro and I have 
made this area a special project were we will continue and increase enforcement and take a closer look at resources to respond to 
area. 

On Friday as we were citing individuals we did not see any needles on the ground. But we did see a lot of metal items that 
homeless search within the community to recycle. 

I absolutely welcome a community meeting to discuss all your concerns.

( Chapter 2 enacted 1872.) 

653b. 

(a) Except as provided in subdivision (b) or (c), every person who loiters about any 
school or public place at or near which children attend or normally congregate 
and who remains at any school or public place at or near which children attend or 
normally congregate, or who reenters or comes upon a school or place within 72 
hours, after being asked to leave by the chief administrative official of that school or, in 
the absence of the chief administrative official, the person acting as the chief 
administrative official, or by a member of the security patrol of the school district who has 
been given authorization, in writing, by the chief administrative official of that school to act 




as his or her agent in performing this duty, or a city poiice officer, or sheriff or deputy 
sheriff, or Department of the California Highway Patrol peace officer is a vagrant, and is 
punishable by a fine of not exceeding one thousand dollars ($1,000) or by imprisonment in 
a county jail for a period not exceeding six months, or by both that fine and imprisonment. 

(b) Every person required to register as a sex offender who violates subdivision (a) shall be 
punished as follows: 

(1) Upon a first conviction, by a fine not exceeding two thousand dollars ($2,000), by 
imprisonment in a county jail for a period of not more than six months, or by both that fine 
and imprisonment. 

(2) If the defendant has been previously convicted once of a violation of this section or 
former Section 653g, by imprisonment in a county jail for a period of not less than 10 days 
or more than six months, or by both imprisonment and a fine of not exceeding two 
thousand dollars ($2,000), and shall not be released on probation, parole, or any other 
basis until he or she has served at least 10 days. 

(3) If the defendant has been previously convicted two or more times of a violation of this 
section or former Section 653g, by imprisonment in a county jail for a period of not less 
than 90 days or more than six months, or by both imprisonment and a fine of not 
exceeding two thousand dollars ($2,000), and shall not be released on probation, parole, 
or any other basis until he or she has served at least 90 days. 

(c) Any person required to register with the chief of police or sheriff pursuant to Section 
186.30 who violates subdivision (a) shall be punished as follows: 

(1) Upon first conviction, by a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars ($1,000), by 
imprisonment in a county jail for a period of not more than one year, or by both that fine 
and imprisonment. 

(2) Upon a second conviction, by a fine not exceeding two thousand dollars ($2,000), by 
imprisonment in a county jail for a period of not more than one year, or by both that fine 
and imprisonment. The court shall consider a period of imprisonment of at least 10 days. 

(3) If the defendant has been previously convicted two or more times, by a fine not 
exceeding two thousand dollars ($2,000), by imprisonment in a county jail for a period of 
not more than one year, or by both that fine and imprisonment. The court shall consider a 
period of imprisonment of at least 90 days. 

(d) As used in this section, "loiter" means to delay, to linger ; or to idle about a 
school or public place without lawful business for being present. 

(e) Nothing in this section shall preclude or prohibit prosecution under any other provision 
of law.

Greetings everyone. 

My apologies in advance to our LAPP officers and to Juan who will get this email twice, as a group of 
parents also looped me in another email chain. I just wanted to share the same information with our 
neighbors. I am attaching some pictures of some of the encampments that are near Clifford Elementary. I 
have s erious co ncerns for the welfare and safety of our students and families who walk to sch oo l f r om ah 
directions. 


Encampment on Ailesandro and Duane Street 

Parents and neighbors have informed me that they observed the individuals from the encampment off 
Ailesandro Street walking up and down Duane St. late last night peeking into ears. I am concerned about 
their intentions and their close proximity to our school. 

Encampments along Berkeley Ave. and Glendale Blvd. 

In addition, 1 spent my morning at The Whole Child Cottages near Gateway Hospital, affiliated with the 
Los Angeles Homeless Services Authority (LAHSAL which is a Coordinated Entry System fCES). The 
facility recently opened, providing temporary housing for families who have experienced homelessness, 
and are transitioning to permanent housing. Clifford is the school of residence for the facility. Families 
from the cottages who have school-aged children will be walking to Clifford, as most do not have a vehicle 
and the facility does not provide transportation. The easiest route to take is Effie St. to Lake Shore Ave., 
then Berkeley Ave. to Glendale Blvd. North. As I drove the route. I saw several tilings that concerned me. 
Near the comer of Berkeley Ave. and Lake Shore Ave., the block is littered with trash. As you turn North 
on Glendale Blvd., families would have to pass approximately 4 tents. These families have been through 
the trauma of being homeless and shouldn't have to be reminded of their ordeal by walking passed these 
tents daily. 

Clifford Street Tunnel crossing Glendale Blvd. 

As my office manager was leaving home from work yesterday at 3:30PM, she observed one of our second 
grade students and her grandmother walk into the tunnel to cross Glendale Blvd. on Clifford Street. She 
stated that 2 men entered the tunnel shortly after them. She stated that they appeared dirty and disheveled. 
She feared for their safety and parked her ear to wait for them to come out the oilier side. Luckily, they 
made it through without incident. We shouldn't have to fear for our students and families. As I've 
mentioned in previous emails, the Glendale Blvd., tunnel has been designated on our School Safety plan as 
the safe passage wav to St. Theresa’s Church and the Tommy Lasorda Dream Field, our evacuation centers. 
I don't feel very safe accompanying our students and staff through a potential biohazard area, riddled with 
discarded syringes and reeking of urine. 

I am concerned for the health and safety of all students and the ability for our families to have safe passages 
to and from school. 


I have sent an email to Assembly member Wendy Carrillo. Who might we refer our concerns about the 
tunnel to at CalTrans? Please let ns know what else we might do.

My elderly neighbor, who walks around the block 
every day as exercise after her knee surgeries, was afraid to leave her home. They looked like they were planning 
to camp out there, but 1 called 911 and they left, then one of them returned until I made him clean up the mess and 
leave. 

A few days ago, there was a FIRE started on the CalTrans embankment {see attached video), near the tent that 
I notice is STILL THERE even after making CalTrans SERVICE REQUEST (CSR #775789) (see attached screen 
grab) way back in early November. At that time, CalTrans workers told us they would take care of the request 
after serving the people in the tent a 3-DAY notice to leave. They are STILL THERE IN THAT TENT, STEALING 
ELECTRICITY, TAGGING AND STARTING FIRES, 3.5 MONTHS LATER. Actually, if you scroll down you will 
see that my FIRST request was submitted in September 2019, more than 4 months ago. 

THERE IS STILL A HOLE IN THE CALTRANS FENCING, next to 420 Commonwealth, which 1 HAVE JUST 
STITCHED UP WITH WIRE FOR THE SECOND TIME. 

THERE IS ELECTRICITY BEING STOLEN FROM THE LIGHT POLE ON HOOVER STREET, WHICH IS WIDE 
OPEN WITH RAW ELECTRIC WIRES - NEAR A SCHOOL AND SOCCER FIELD, {see photos) 

WE WANT THIS TENT REMOVED IN THE NEXT TWO WEEKS. 

WE WANT THE TRASH ON THE EMBANKMENT REMOVED. 














WE WANT THE HOLE IN THE FENCE REPAIRED.

On the 25th, the 
amazing CalTrans workers Mike and Darryl told me there would need to be a 3-day 
eviction posted to that tent, where taggers have set up camp and regularly tagged up 
my street until I patched the hole in the fence and put a lock on the CalTrans gate 
(now replaced by Darryl). There is drug activity in that immediate area, as well; my 
neighbor Cecelia found used needles thrown over the fence onto her property, 
which she runs as a drug rehab, adding extra stress. She has also dealt with 
fires from illegal extension cords and stolen electricity. 

IVe attached the new CSR #7757891 just placed with CalTrans. I'm also attaching a 
map so that we can all be on the same page and get this tent and occupants removed, 
it's hidden in a comer of a cinderblock wall, so it's easily overlooked. 

Please let me know when the eviction notice will be posted and when we can 
expect the tent to be removed.

I thought you should be aware, there is some recent serious discussion on ourNextdoor.com app. regarding the 1-way 
down Baxter from Alvarado to Lakeshore and Allesandro. Alarmingly, it seems there are some that think going the 
wrong way on a 1-way street is an ‘option’, not necessarily needed to be obeyed. I can’t believe it! I still see 
occasional cars and pickups racing up the wrong way. If you are turning down Baxter from Alvarado and not expecting 
someone flying up the wrong way, this can be VERY SCARY ! I has happened to me severa l times. 


From Nextdoor.com (comments today) 

SB said: 

I didn’t think anyone was paying attention to that new rule. I don’t drive much if at all but I still go up it the 
same way I always used to. I don’t think it’s necessarily fully a rule, I think it was meant to be interpreted within 
reason. 


I also treat one-way street signs as suggestions rather than commands. Those signs seem so exclusionary and 
mean-spirited. c TJey, you, coming from that direction. You’re not welcome here.” Kinda hurts my feelings. 


Really!! I can’t believe licensed drivers are so nuts! 



Also on Alvarado the ‘No Right Turn 4-7 PM’ on Baxter to Aiiesandro, MOST folks don’t pay any attention to this, 
and turn ‘right’ going down anyway. However, in their defense, if they do w ha t is correct, continuing on Alvarado 
going past Baxter to later turn right down one of the new 1-way streets, Alvarado is SO narrow at that point with the 
parked cars, it is difficult to get through. This is especially difficult if you are coming from the other way into the area 
as I do to get home. With the 1-ways there are very few ways to get into our hills, as a resident. 


Erwin: Also, I think there are enough 1-ways going down, but few to get up. Erwin from Aiiesandro to Alvarado 
should be a 1-way UP . Erwin is one of the few streets up, very narrow and can’t support 2-way traffic very well. The 
only other option from Aiiesandro is up Duane St., going past the school. Not good for the kids?? There is already a lot 
more traffic on Duane St. because of the 1-way restriction on Baxter. 


Is there anything that can be done?? 1 still can’t believe there are folks that think it is OK to go the wrong way on a 1- 
way street and think it is an ‘option 


Another GOOD co mm ent from Nextdoor.com states: 

K. 1, said: 

It's legitimate that making Baxter one-way solved one safety problem, but the decision was made quickly 
based on the WAZE-driven traffic jams and it's media coverage... and so was done too quickly to fully assess the 
potential impacts. (Not surprisingly, it created other safety issues.) 

Right after Baxter (and Cove) where changed, I was told by Juan (our local field rep) from OTarrell’s 
office that the Coundlmember’s office was very aware that the Baxter solution could (and likely would) cause 
different/new issues, and that the solution wasn't yet complete... additional changes would be made necessary, 
and the office was continuing to monitor. 

However, I have left five messages (5) for Juan over as many month and he has not still responded 
(Perhaps Juan or someone from the office monitors Next Door?) 

New Baxter-Change-Based issues IVe noticed: 

Because it is not possible to enter the neighborhood from Baxter, and because we still have much of the 
additional WAZE-driven traffic (which originally triggered the concern with Baxter), Lakeshore (north of Cerro 
Gordo) is now much more heavily trafficked. Like Baxter, it is a sub-standard street... although it is two-way, 
die narrow street means opposing traffic cannot pass each other... someone has to back up/down the steep curve 
hill. This wasn't a problem when the street was only locals, but with the increased traffic and the uninformed 
drivers, it's a mess. IVe come upon pairs of cars nose to nose with neither driver willing to back up. 

Another issue is that although Lakeshore (south of Cerro Gordo) has a "no through traffic 4-7" sign, and 
Alvarado at Baxter has a "no right turn 4-7" sign, there is still a steady stream of cars every evening co min g up 
Lakeshore to turn onto Cerro Gordo so that can reach Baxter and make the illegal right turn. The heavy traffic is 
made tougher on the residents due to the folks illegally coming up Lakeshore veiy often run the new stop sign at 
Lakeshore and Cerro Gordo. These are co mm uters, not locals and they treat this hilly little neighborhood as if it 
were a highway. 

If you have other concerns that have arisen from the Baxter change, please describe them and we'll make 
a master list and take it to OTarrell’s office. 

The increased traffic is a fact of life. But more can be done to mitigate. Anyone who wants to go with me 
to get answers from our council member (or anyone who has already tried), please let me know.

Over the last 3 days we have been broken into by the criminal elements of the homeless encampments outside several times. 
First, they j umped our backyard fence to steal power twice in one day, leading a long extension cord out to their tents 
adjacent to Shatto Park. Yesterday, they jumped the fence in my front yard and co nn ected a long hose to our water and were 
stealing water. I went out both times to try to deal with them face to face, and send the message that there is a big serious 
male living here. Last night they admitted it in a kind of "fuck you " way and pulled their hoses down, and seemed 
absolutely ready to just keep doing it. They were a group of people who seem to be the ringleaders of the bicycle chop shop 
in front of Shatto Park, and I assume people of interest in your ongoing criminal investigation. 

Obviously, I can’t have that. My girlfriend and her 6 year old daughter are scared. What has obviously happened is that total 
lawlessness has emboldened these people. What can the LAPD do to stop it? It can't just be "get some cameras", which I 
will do, but this is frankly not a solution. I see it getting worse until the city commmiicates a change in strategy. Please 
advise. 

Also Juan- I’m not sure why we can't get a community meeting together over the past 2 months. Can you please give us 
some outlook here?

I'm adding my tenant Lauren Santos to this thread. She lives at 427 N Commonwealth and wants to get involved 
with our efforts to clean up our street and the freeway embankment where homeless people trespass daily and 
have cut through the CalTrans fencing on more than one occasion to pass through from the embankment to our 
cul-de-sac. 

We are constantly having problems. Last week, 3 homeless people decided to throw trash from their shopping 
carts and our trash cans ail over the street and public sidewalk. My elderly neighbor, who walks around the block 
every day as exercise after her knee surgeries, was afraid to leave her home. They looked like they were planning 
to camp out there, but I called 911 and they left, then one of them returned until I made him clean up the mess and 
leave. 










A few days ago, there was a FIRE started on the CalTrans embankment {see attached video), near the tent that 
I notice is STILL THERE even after making CalTrans SERVICE REQUEST {CSR #775789) (see attached screen 
grab) way back in early November, At that time, CalTrans workers told us they would take care of the request 
after serving the people in the tent a 3-DAY notice to leave. They are STILL THERE IN THAT TENT, STEALING 
ELECTRICITY, TAGGING AND STARTING FIRES, 3.5 MONTHS LATER. Actually, if you scroll down you will 
see that my FIRST request was submitted in September 2019, more than 4 months ago. 

THERE IS STILL A HOLE IN THE CALTRANS FENCING, next to 420 Commonwealth, which I HAVE JUST 
STITCHED UP WITH WIRE FOR THE SECOND TIME. 

THERE IS ELECTRICITY BEING STOLEN FROM THE LIGHT POLE ON HOOVER STREET, WHICH IS WIDE 
OPEN WITH RAW ELECTRIC WIRES - NEAR A SCHOOL AND SOCCER FIELD, {see photos) 

WE WANT THIS TENT REMOVED IN THE NEXT TWO WEEKS. 

WE WANT THE TRASH ON THE EMBANKMENT REMOVED. 

WE WANT THE HOLE IN THE FENCE REPAIRED.

I'm writing to check in on the eviction process for the "secret tent" that is on CalTrans 
properly next to my neighbors property at 420 Co mm onwealth. On the 25th, the 
amazing CalTrans workers Mike and Darryl told me there would need to be a 3-day 
eviction posted to that tent, where taggers have set up camp and regularly tagged up 
my street until I patched the hole in the fence and put a lock on the CalTrans gate 
(now replaced by Darryl). There is drag activity in that immediate area as well; my 
neighbor Cecelia found used needles thrown over the fence onto her properly, 
which she runs as a drug rehab, adding extra stress. She has also dealt with 
fires from illegal extension cords and stolen electricity. 

I’ve attached the new CSR #7757891 just placed with CalTrans. I'm also attaching a 
map so that we can all be on the same page and get this tent and occupants removed. 

It's hidden in a comer of a cinderblock wall, so it's easily overlooked. 

Please let me know when the eviction notice will be posted and when we can 
expect the tent to be removed.

It appears that the city is going to cede Echo Park Lake to the homeless 
and allow them to stay there indefinitely. I have read past articles 
and walked down there today for the protests, so I am up to speed on 
what the media is saying.

I thought you should be aware, there is some recent serious discussion on our Nextdoor.com app. regarding the 1-way 
down Baxter from Alvarado to Lakeshore and Allesandro. Alarmingly, it seems there are some that think going the 
wrong way on a 1-way street is an ‘option’, not necessarily needed to be obeyed. I can’t believe it! I still see 
occasional cars and pickups racing up the wrong way. If you are turning down Baxter from Alvarado and not expecting 
someone flying up the wrong way, this can be VERY SCARY ! I has happened to me several times. 


From Nextdoor.com (comments today) 

SB said: 

I didn’t think anyone was paying attention to that new rule. I don’t drive much if at all but I still go up it (lie 
same way I always used to. I don’t think it’s necessarily fully a rule, 1 think it was meant to be interpreted within 
reason. 


SL said: 

I also treat one-way street signs as suggestions rather than commands. Those signs seem so exclusionary and 
mean-spirited. “Hey, you, coming from that direction. You’re not welcome here.” Kinda hurts my feelings. 


Really!! I can’t believe licensed drivers are so nuts! 


Also on Alvarado the ‘No Right Turn 4-7 PM 5 on Baxter to Allesandro, MOST folks don’t pay any attention to this, 
and turn ‘right’ going down anyway. However, in their defense, if they do what is correct, continuing on Alvarado 
going past Baxter to later turn right down one of the new 1-way streets, Alvarado is SO narrow at that point with the 
parked cars, it is difficult to get through. This is especially difficult if you are coming from the other way into the area 
as I do to get home. With the 1-ways there are very few ways to get into our hills, as a resident. 


Erwin: Also, I think there are enough 1-ways going down, but few to get up. Erwin from Allesandro to Alva rado 
should be a 1-way UP . Erwin is one of the few streets up, very narrow and can’t support 2-way traffic very well. The 



only other option from Allesandro is up Duane St, going past the school. Not good for the kids?? There is already a lot 
more tr af fic on Duane St. because of the 1-way restriction on Baxter. 


Is there anything that can be done?? 1 still can V believe there are folks that think it is OK to go the wrong way on a 1- 
way street and think it is an ‘option 


Another GOOD co mm ent from Nextdoor.com states: 

KL said: 

It's legitimate th at making Baxter one-way solved one safety problem, but the decision was made quickly 
based on the WAZE-driven traffic jams and it's media coverage... and so was done too quickly to fully assess the 
potential impacts. (Not surprisingly, it created other safety issues.) 

Right after Baxter (and Cove) where changed, I was told by Juan (our local field rep) from O'Farr ell’s 
office that the Couneilmember's office was very aware that the Baxter solution could (and likely would) cause 
different/new issues, and that the solution wasn't yet complete... additional changes would be made necessary, 
and the office was continuing to monitor. 

However, I have left five messages (5) for Juan over as many month and he has not still responded 
(Perhaps Ju a n or someone from the office monitors Next Door?) 

New Baxter-Change-Based issues I've noticed: 

Because it is not possible to enter the neighborhood from Baxter, and because we still have much of the 
additional WAZE-driven traffic (which originally triggered the concern with Baxter), Lakeshore (north of Cerro 
Gordo) is now much more heavily trafficked. Like Baxter, it is a sub-standard street... although it is two-way, 
the narrow street means opposing traffic cannot pass each other... someone has to back up/down the steep curve 
hill. This wasn't a problem when the street was only locals, but with the increased traffic and the uninformed 
drivers, it's a mess. I've come upon pairs of cars nose to nose with neither driver willing to back up. 

Another issue is that although Lakeshore (south of Cerro Gordo) has a "no through traffic 4-7" sign, and 
Alvarado at Baxter has a "no right turn 4-7" sign, there is still a steady stream of cars every evening coming up 
Lakeshore to turn onto Cerro Gordo so that can reach Baxter and make the illegal right turn. The heavy traffic is 
made tougher on the residents due to the folks illegally coming up Lakeshore veiy often run the new stop sign at 
Lakeshore and Cerro Gordo. These are commuters, not locals and they treat this hilly little neighborhood as if it 
were a highway. 

If you have other concerns that have arisen from the Baxter change, please describe them and we'll make 
a master list and take it to (/Farrell's office. 

The increased traffic is a fact of life. But more can be done to mitigate. Anyone who wants to go with me 
to get answers from our council member (or anyone who has already tried), please let me know.

Greetings everyone, 

My apologies in advance to our LAPD officers and to Juan who will get this email twice, as a group of 
parents also looped me in another email chain. I just wanted to share the same information with our 
neighbors. I am attaching some pictures of some of the encampments that are near Clifford Elementary. I 
have serious concerns for the welfare and safety of our students and families who walk to school from all 
directions. 

Encampment on Atlesandro and Duane Street 

Parents and neighbors have informed me that they observed the individuals from the encampment off 
Allesandro Street walking up and down Duane St. iate last night, peeking into cars. I am concerned about 
their intentions and their close proximity to our school. 

Encampments along Berkeley Ave. and Glendale Blvd. 

In addition, I spent my morning at The Whole Child Cottages near Gateway Hospital, affiliated with the Los 
Angeles Homeless Services Authority (LAHSA), which is a Coordinated Entry System (CES). The facility 
recently opened, providing temporary housing for families who have experienced homelessness, and are 
transitioning to permanent housing. Clifford is the school of residence for the facility. Families from the 
cottages who have school-aged children will be walking to Clifford, as most do not have a vehicle and the 
facility does not provide transportation. The easiest route to take is Effie St. to Lake Shore Ave., then 
Berkeley Ave. to Glendale Blvd. North. As I drove the route, I saw several things that concerned me. Near 
the corner of Berkeley Ave. and Lake Shore Ave., the block is littered with trash. As you turn North on 
Glendale Blvd., families would have to pass approximately 4 tents. These families have been through the 
trauma of being homeless and shouldn't have to be reminded of their ordeal by walking passed these tents 
daily. 

Clifford Street Tunnel crossing Glendale Blvd. 

As my office manager was leaving home from work yesterday at 3:30PM, she observed one of our second 
grade students and her grandmother walk into the tunnel to cross Glendale Blvd. on Clifford Street. She 
stated that 2 men entered the tunnel shortly after them. She stated that they appeared dirty and 
disheveled. She feared for their safety and parked her car to wait for them to come out the other side. 
Luckily, they made it through without incident. We shouldn't have to fear for our students and families. As 



I've mentioned in previous emails, the Giendale Blvd., tunnei has been designated on our School Safety plan 
as the safe passage way to St. Theresa's Church and the Tommy Lasorda Dream Field, our evacuation 
centers. I don't feel very safe accompanying our students and staff through a potential biohazard area, 
riddled with discarded syringes and reeking of urine. 

I am concerned for the health and safety of alt students and the ability for our families to have safe passages 
to and from school. 

I have sent an email to Assembly member Wendy Carrillo. Who might we refer our concerns about the 
tunnel to at CalTrans? Please let us know what else we might do.

enrolling their child axe see ing this as their first impression- it looks like the city does not care about this 
school or about the area. It would cause me pause if I were in their shoes. I certainly do not see any such 
encampments a mile up the street outside Ivanhoe Elementary, which is not a title 1 school, and which is in a 
more affluent neighborhood. It seems the issue is being treated differently here, are Clifford kids are not as 
valued as Ivanhoe kids? 

The community is ready to support any effort to help, to clean up, to provide resources, but we cannot continue to 

ignore this. This is an elementary school. I have already had to call 911 with my kids in the car when one of 
the encampment dwellers had fainted/fallen/passed out with his legs in the street at risk of getting run over, 
we have found syringes under the trees right outside the upper gate of the school, the kids and I walked by a 
man peeing into the school property through the fence when an additional encampment popped up right 
outside the school after the summer break. 

We need homelessness prevention organizations and city services to come out and provide assistance and services to 
these folks right away. What is the plan here? What is the 13th doing about this? What is LAUSD doing? 

We need to work together and make a change. Who is co min g out doing outreach to these folks? 

I know the councilman is coming to Clifford next week and I will do my best to take off work to attend. I hope these 
issues can be diseussed.

Good morning Officer Solorio, 


Last Friday around 1:00 pm. Bob from homeless encampment moved a tent to Parkview's comer parkway on Glendale/Montrose. He 
had tape measure and, and has come across the street several time last week to measure parkway/ sidewalk. The following is the 
account: 


Anthony confronted Bob by asking him to remove tent from property. He then became hostile with Anthony and other 
Dominquc. A few minutes later tire security guard came for rounds and attempted to get Bob to move belongings, he refused 
and beca m e hostile to guard. Police were called and responded in twenty-minutes. Anthony, security guard, and I met with 
police on the comer. Bob goes into foul-mouthed rage on us, spit on female police officer and then he is cuffed. Officer 
Solorio was not with us, he was called, but off on Friday. LAPD backed down from a full sweep as promised last Friday. 
(About ten blue tents remain with homeless activists sympathetically milking media outlets stating, "Echo Park is our park 
and we will not go!") Two officer’s stated that they would not make man remove tent or belongings, because they were 
afraid doing so would cause them to lose their jobs. 


Sgt, Kim showed up and was hesitant to do anything. Bob threaten to "kick my ass" and called a female resident a "fxxxing bitch and 
was going to kick her ass." Bob as also shouting, "you want war, we will give you war." Sgt. Kim's response was to contact CD13 and 



place a fence around property, and could do nothing about threats. Not the answer the answers neede d! We would have hoped 
LAPD/City wouldn’t allow an encampment to be established on parkway, at the front door of a senior living center per the 
assurances given in the community meeting on Jan 23 -. 


While Bob was cuffed, he was shouting how Solorio was his hero and understands. While you are trying to mediate between both 
sides. You need to encourage lawbreakers to tone it down. These tent activists in the NE comer of park have increasingly become 
more vocal by cursing and harassing tenants while they are on their balconies. This needs to stop! Residents are fearful to even go out 
or walk outside! 


WE have not gone to the media as Mitch's suggested. WE have tried to keep low-key. However, contacting media remains on the 
table with a full orchestrated blitz that will show a different story. A story of how seniors, cancer patients, and wounded veterans lives 
and health are being threaten by lawbreakers. 


I would appreciate a call so we could discuss further LAPD's appropriate course of action.

Last Friday around 1:00 pm. Bob from homeless encampment moved a tent to Parkview's corner parkway on Glendale/Montrose. 
He had tape measure and, and has come across the street several time last week to measure parkway/ sidewalk. The following is 
the account: 

Anthony confronted Bob by asking him to remove tent from property. He then became hostile with Anthony and other Domlnque, 
A few minutes later the security guard came for rounds and attempted to get Bob to move belongings, he refused and became 
hostile to guard. Police were called and responded in twenty-minutes. Anthony, security guard, and 1 met with police on the 
corner. Bob goes into foul-mouthed rage on us, spit on female police officer and then he is cuffed. Officer Solorio was not with us, 
he was called, but off on Friday. LAPD backed down from a full sweep as promised last Friday. (About ten blue tents remain with 
homeless activists sympathetically milking media outlets stating, "Echo Park is our park and we will not go! 11 ) Two officer's stated 
that they would not make man remove tent or belongings, because they were afraid doing so would cause them to lose their jobs. 

Sgt. Kim showed up and was hesitant to do anything. Bob threaten to "kick my ass" and called a female resident a "flooring bitch 
and was going to kick her ass." Bob as also shouting, "you want war, we will give you war." Sgt. Kim's response was to contact CD13 
and place a fence around property, and could do nothing about threats. Not the answer the answers needed I We would have 
hoped LAPD/City wouldn't allow an encampment to be established on parkway, at the front door of a senior living center 
per the assurances given in the community meeting on Jan 23 -. 

While Bob was cuffed, he was shouting how Solorio was his hero and understands. While you are trying to mediate between both 
sides. You need to encourage lawbreakers to tone it down. These tent activists in the NE corner of park have increasingly become 
more vocal by cursing and harassing tenants while they are on their balconies. This needs to stop! Residents are fearful to even go 
out or walk outside! 


WE have not gone to the media as Mitch's suggested. WE have tried to keep low-key. However, contacting media remains on the 
table with a full orchestrated blitz that will show a different story. A story of how seniors, cancer patients, and wounded veterans 
lives and health are being threaten by lawbreakers.

I just wanted to follow up on this again because these people have continued to occupy 
the property at 2011 Beverly and we haven't been able to do anything to get them 
removed or to get the property re-secured. I've attached some photos/videos for 
reference. 





We've been able to get non-emergency dispatch to talk to them a couple of times, but the 
patrol officers have essentially told us there is nothing they can do but tell the trespassers 
to leave unless the owner is present and is the one making the call. Today, they were 
loitering outside with the security door open and the patrol officers didn't even tell them 
to leave. They just told the trespassers to go back inside the property and close the door. 
It's especially problematic because the trespassing parties have keys, so they keep the 
door locked and most of the time the patrol officers can't access the property so they 
can't even talk to them. 

We've written a letter to the property owner and filed LADBS requests {our first was 
closed because it got routed to the wrong department, the current request is #463736).

I thought you should be aware, there is some recent serious discussion on our Nextdoor.com app. regarding the 1-way 
down Baxter from Alvarado to Lakeshore and Allesandro. Alarmingly, it seems there are some that think going the 
wrong way on a 1-way street is an ‘option’, not necessarily needed to be obeyed. I can’t believe it! I still see occasional 
cars and pickups racing up the wrong way. If you are turning down Baxter from Alvarado and not expecting someone 
flying up the wrong way, tliis can be VERY SCARY ! I lias happened to me several times. 


From Nextdoor.com (co mm ents today) 

SB said: 

I didn’t think anyone was paying attention to that new rule. I don’t drive much if at all but I still go up it the s am e 
way I always used to. I don’t t h i nk it’s necessarily fully a rule, I think it was meant to be interpreted within 
reason. 


SL said: 

I also treat one-way street signs as suggestions rather than commands. Those signs seem so exclusionary and 
mean-spirited. “Hey, you, coming from that direction. You’re not welcome here.” Kinda hurts my feelings. 


Really!! I can’t believe licensed drivers are so nuts! 


Also on Alvarado the ‘No Right Turn 4-7 PM’ on Baxter to Allesandro, MOST folks don’t pay any attention to this, 
and turn ‘right’ going down anyway. However, in their defense, if they do what is correct, continuing on Alvarado going 
past Baxter to later turn right down one of die new 1-way streets, Alvarado is SO narrow at that point wi lb the parked 
cars, it is difficult to get through. This is especially difficult if you are coming from the other way into the area as I do to 
get home. With the 1-ways there are very few ways to get into our hills, as a resident. 


Erwin: Also, I think there are enough 1-ways going down, but few to get up. Erwin from Allesandro to Alvarado 
should be a 1-way UP . Erwin is one of the few streets up, very narrow and can’t support 2-way traffic very well. The 
only other option from Allesandro is up Duane St., going past the school. Not good for the kids?? There is already a lot 
more traffic on Duane St. because of the 1-way restriction on Baxter. 


Is there anything that can be done?? I still can’t believe there are folks that think it is OK to go the wrong way on a 1- 
way street and think it is an ‘option ’ 



Another GOOD co mm ent from Nextdoor.com states: 


KL said: 

It's legitimate that making Baxter one-way solved one safety problem, but the decision was made quickly 
based on the WAZE-driven traffic jams and it's media coverage... and so was done too qtdckly to fully assess the 
potential impacts. (Not surprisingly, it created other safety issues.) 

Right after Baxter (and Cove) where changed, I was told by Juan (our local field rep) from O'Farrell's 
office that the Coundlmember’s office was very aware that the Baxter solution could (and likely would) cause 
different/new issues, and that the solution wasn't yet complete... additional changes would be made necessary, 
and the office was continuing to monitor. 

However, l have left five messages (5) for Juan over as many month and he has not still responded 
(Perhaps Juan or someone from die office monitors Next Door?) 

New Baxter-Change-Based issues I've noticed: 

Because it is not possible to enter the neighborhood from Baxter, and because we still have much of the 
additional WAZE-driven traffic (which originally triggered the concern with Baxter), Lakeshore (north of Cerro 
Gordo) is now much more heavily trafficked. Like Baxter, it is a sub-standard street... although it is two-way, die 
narrow street means opposing traffic cannot pass each odier... someone has to back up/down the steep curve hill. 
This wasn't a problem when the street was only locals, but widi the increased traffic and the uninformed drivers, 
it's a mess. I've come upon pairs of cars nose to nose with neither driver willing to back up. 

Another issue is that although Lakeshore (south of Cerro Gordo) has a "no through traffic 4-7" sign, and 
Alvarado at Baxter has a "no right turn 4-7" sign, there is still a steady stream of cars every evening coming up 
Lakeshore to turn onto Cerro Gordo so that can reach Baxter and make the illegal right turn. The heavy traffic is 
made tougher on the residents due to the folks illegally coming up Lakeshore very often run the new stop sign at 
Lakeshore and Cerro Gordo. These are commuters, not locals and they treat this hilly little neighborhood as if it 
were a highway. 

If you have other concerns that have arisen from die Baxter change, please describe them and we'll make 
a master list and take it to OTarrell's office. 

The increased traffic is a fact of life. But more can be done to mitigate. Anyone who wants to go with me 
to get answers from our council member (or anyone who has already tried), please let me know.

Dear all. 

Let me start by saying I am fully aware that Los Angeles is dealing with a homelessness crisis, and I am by no means 
vilifying die persons who are suffering in our city. However, the growing encampments right outside of our elementary 
school are beginning to become very concerning. 

We did a community clean up of the open space (the triangle between Glendale and Alessandro) outside Clifford 
Elementary a couple of years ago, we have had meetings with the councilman's office and local law enforcement at our 
school, and countless 311 reports and emails and calls have been sent by various parents and community members on the 
topic. I know principal Gutierrez has put in a lot of work and calls as well. The problem has only continued to worsen. 

There are now permanent encampments on both sides of Glendale. The men who reside there are probably fine folks going 
through a tough time, but nobody knows their identity, and that is worrisome right next door to an elementary school. Their 
situation is unfair, but it is also unfair for the kids to liave to walk through it every day. And it is definitely not great for 
enrollment in our school. Parents visiting the school and looking at enrolling their child are seeing this as their first 
impression- it looks like the city does not care about this school or about the area. It would cause me pause if I were in their 
shoes. I certainly do not see any such encampments a mile up the street outside Ivanhoe Elementary, which is not a title 1 
school, and which is in a more affluent neighborhood. It seems the issue is being treated differently here, are Clifford kids 
are not as valued as Ivanhoe kids?

Neighbors should start making reports for the noise violations and nuisance with Senior Lead Officer Aispuro. 
I've attached a good hand out for reference as the codes below. 


The Police Department Is responsible for the enforcement of Noise Ordinance violations involving people-generated or controlled noises-whicb are 
considered disturbances of the peace. 

The following is a list of Los Angeies Municipal Code (LAMC) sections of the Noise 
Ordinance and a summary of the elements that constitute a violation: 

80.36.3 LAMC-Commercial trucks idling near a construction site before 6:30 a.m. (Rubbish trucks exempt see 113.01) 

112.04 LAMC-Powered equipment and other devices before 7:00 a.m. and after 10:00 p,m, 

114.01 LAMC-Vehicle repairs before 8:00 a.m. or after 8:00 p.m. 

114.02 LAMG-Unreasonable operation of a motor vehicle anytime (idling long periods, racing engine, etc., in a residential area) 

114.03 LAMC-Vehides loading or unloading before 7:00 a.m. or after 10:00 p.m. within 200 ft of a residence. 

114.04 LAMC-Audible signaling device operated within residential zone or within 500 ft, heard for a distance greater than 200 ft for any purpose. 

115.02 LAMC-Amplified sound, loudspeakers, music, etc,, including vehicles. 

116.01 LAMC-Loud, unnecessary, and unusual noise anytime.

I just wanted to follow up on this again because these people have continued to occupy the property at 2011 
Beverly and we haven’t been able to do anything to get them removed or to get the property re-secured. I’ve 
attached some photos/videos for reference. 

We’ve been able to get non-emergency dispatch to talk to them a couple of times, but the patrol officers have 

essentially told us there is nothing they can do but tell the trespassers to leave unless the owner is present 
and is the one making the call. Today, they were loitering outside with the security door open and the patrol 
officers didn’t even tell them to leave. They just told die trespassers to go back inside the property and close 
the door. It’s especially problematic because the trespassing parties have keys, so they keep the door locked 
and most of die time the patrol officers can’t access the property so they can’t even talk to them. 

We’ve written a letter to the property owner and filed LADBS requests (our first was closed because it got routed to 
the wrong department, the current request is #463736). Beyond that. I’m not sure what else we can do 
without additional assistance. Please let me know if there are any other steps we can take to help facilitate 
the process of securing the property.

Good morning Officer Solorio, 

Last Friday around 1:00 pm. Bob from homeless encampment moved a tent to Parkview's comer parkway on Glendale/Montrose. 
He had tape measure and, and has come across the street several time last week to measure parkway/ sidewalk. The following is 
the account: 


Anthony confronted Bob by asking him to remove tent from property. He then became hostile with Anthony and other 
Dominque. A few minutes later the security guard came for rounds and attempted to get Bob to move belongings, he 
refused and became hostile to guard. Police were called and responded in twenty-minutes. Anthony, security guard, and 
I met with police on the comer. Bob goes into foul-mouthed rage on us, spit on female police officer and then he is 
cuffed. Officer Solorio was not with us, he was called, but off on Friday. LAPD backed down from a full sweep as 
promised last Friday. (About ten blue tents remain with homeless activists sympathetically milking media outlets stating, 
"Echo Park is our park and we will not go!") Two officer's stated that they would not make man remove tent or 
belongings, because they were afraid doing so would cause them to lose their jobs. 


Sgt, Kim showed up and was hesitant to do anything. Bob threaten to "kick my ass" and called a female resident a "fxxxing bitch 
and was going to kick her ass." Bob as also shouting, "you want war, we will give you war." Sgt. Kim's response was to contact 













CD13 and place a fence around property, and could do nothing about threats. Not the answer the answers needed ! We would 
have lioped LAPD/City wouldn’t allow an encampment to be established on parkway, at the front door of a senior living 
center per the assurances given in the community meeting on Jan 23 -. 

While Bob was cuffed, he was shouting how Solorio was his hero and understands. While you are trying to mediate between both 
sides. You need to encourage lawbreakers to tone it down. These tent activists in the NE corner of park have increasingly become 
more vocal by cursing and harassing tenants while they are on their balconies. This needs to stop! Residents are fearful to even go 
out or walk outside! 


WE have not gone to the media as Mitch’s suggested, WE have tried to keep low-key. However, contacting media remains on the 
table with a full orchestrated blitz that will show a different story, A story of how seniors, cancer patients, and wounded veterans 
lives and health are being threaten by lawbreakers. 

I would appreciate a call so we could discuss further LAPD's appropriate course of action.

Hi Officer Garcia and NP Knecht, 

I’m writing to let you know that at least one of these people has been undeterred in their continuing occupation of the 
property at 2011 Beverly. It’s not clear whether the ow'ner has actually changed the locks, because this person still seems to 
be able to unlock and open the security door (see the video 

here; https://www.dropbox.eom/s/i3 fjv91uzgk7xqw/IMG_5739.MQV?dl==0 ), and they have definitely not cleaned out the 
property. And regardless, even when he isn’t unlocking the door, he has taken to just climbing over the gate (see the video 
here; https://www.dropbox.com/s/9rau9vfdb5 gpq gy/IMG 0123 .MOV'/dl0 ,1 think he may’ve removed the razor wire that 
used to be at the top). We were able to remove the green garbage bin he was using as a step ladder, but that has also not 
stopped him. Instead, he resorts to dragging the city garbage can or some nearby piece of large debris down from Beverly, 
or absent that, he’ll just s himm y along a tiny ledge on the side of the building that starts at street level at Beverly and brings 
him right to the top of gate. 

In short, the building owner will need to install some kind of improved security (hat stops people from being able to cl im b 
over the gate. And, if the city trashcan at the comer can’t be secured to its location, it may be worth considering removing it 
because this isn’t the first time people have used it as a makeshift step ladder to climb over the fences on nearby property. 

Lastly, I also wanted to mention that this person has also taken to posting his own cc No trespassing” signs. That’s not a 
problem in and of itself, but one in particular is a little concerning because it suggests he has installed traps on the property 
(photo attached). 

Let me know if there’s anything I can do to help. I ’m also happy to point out the location, etc., of what he’s doing if either 
of you would like to stop by sometime.

Hi Officer Garcia and NP Knecht, 

Pm writing to let you know that at least one of these people has been undeterred in their continuing occupation of the 
property at 2011 Beverly. It’s not clear whether the owner has actually changed the locks, because this person still seems 
to be able to unlock and open die security door (see the video 

here: https://www.dropbox . e om/s/i3 li v9 hizgk7xqw/IMG_5739-MOV?dl=0 ), and they have definitely not cleaned out the 
property. And regardless, even when he isn’t unlocking the door, he has taken to just climbing over the gate (see the video 
here: https ://www.dropbox. com/s/9mu9vfdb5gpqgv/IMG_0123 .MOV?dl=Q , I think he may’ve removed the razor wdre 
that used to be at the top). We were able to remove the green garbage bin he was using as a step ladder, but that has also 
not stopped him. Instead, he resorts to dragging the city garbage can or some nearby piece of large debris down from 
Beverly, or absent that, he’ll just shimmy along a tiny ledge on the side of the building that starts at street level at Beverly 
and brings him right to the top of gate. 

In short, the building owner will need to install some kind of improved security that stops people from being able to climb 
over the gate. And, if the city trashcan at the comer can’t be secured to its location, it may be worth considering removing 
it because this isn’t the first time people have used it as a makeshift step ladder to climb over the fences on nearby 
property. 

Lastly, I also wanted to mention that this person lias also taken to posting his own cc No trespassing” signs. That’s not a 
problem in and of itself, but one in particular is a little concerning because it suggests he has installed traps on the 
property (photo attached). 

Let me know if there’s anything I can do to help. I’m also happy to point out the location, etc., of what he’s doing if either 
of you would like to stop by sometime.

I just wanted to follow up on this again because these people have continued to occupy the property at 2011 
Beverly and we haven’t been able to do anything to get them removed or to get the property re-secured. I’ve 







attached some photosArideos for reference. 

We’ve been able to get non-emergency dispatch to talk to them a couple of times, but the patrol officers have 

essentially told us there is nothing they can do but tell the trespassers to leave unless the owner is present 
and is the one makin g die call. Today, they were loitering outside with the security door open and the patrol 
officers didn’t even tell them to leave. They just told the trespassers to go back inside the property and close 
the door. It’s especially problematic because the trespassing parties have keys, so they keep the door locked 
and most of die time the patrol officers can’t access the property so they can’t even talk to them. 

We’ve written a letter to the property owner and filed LADBS requests (our first was closed because it got routed to 
the wrong department, the current request is #463736). Beyond that. I’m not sure what else we can do 
without additional assistance. Please let me know if there are any other steps we can take to help facilitate 
the process of securing the property.

It’s a commercial property, not a residential property, so I reported it as a code violation to 
LADBS. It’s CSR #461577. Note that die security door that they’re accessing seems to have an 
indoor style lock which can be opened and closed from the inside and they re-lock it when 
they’re on die property. So, if you try the door and they’re inside, it will likely be locked (i.e., 
it will seem secure). I’ve mailed a letter to property owner asking them to have the people 
removed and to change the lock so people can’t climb over the fence and unlock the gate from 
inside.

I'm adding my tenant Lauren Santos to this thread. She lives at 427 N Commonwealth and wants to get involved 
with our efforts to clean up our street and the freeway embankment where homeless people trespass daily and 
have cut through the CalTrans fencing on more than one occasion to pass through from the embankment to our 
cul-de-sac. 

We are constantly having problems. Last week, 3 homeless people decided to throw trash from their shopping 
carts and our trash cans ail over the street and public sidewalk. My elderly neighbor, who walks around the block 
every day as exercise after her knee surgeries, was afraid to leave her home. They looked like they were planning 
to camp out there, but I called 911 and they left, then one of them returned until I made him clean up the mess and 
leave. 

A few days ago, there was a FIRE started on the CalTrans emb a nkm ent (see attached video), near the tent that 
I notice is STILL THERE even after making CalTrans SERVICE REQUEST (CSR #775789) (see attached screen 
grab) way back in early November. At that time, CalTrans workers told us they would take care of the request 
after serving the people in the tent a 3-DAY notice to leave. They are STILL THERE IN THAT TENT, STEALING 
ELECTRICITY, TAGGING AND STARTING FIRES, 3.5 MONTHS LATER. Actually, if you scroll down you will 
see that my FIRST request was submitted in September 2019, more than 4 months ago. 

THERE IS STILL A HOLE IN THE CALTRANS FENCING, next to 420 Commonwealth, which I HAVE JUST 
STITCHED UP WITH WIRE FOR THE SECOND TIME. 

THERE IS ELECTRICITY BEING STOLEN FROM THE LIGHT POLE ON HOOVER STREET, WHICH IS WIDE 
OPEN WITH RAW ELECTRIC WIRES - NEAR A SCHOOL AND SOCCER FIELD, (see photos) 

WE WANT THIS TENT REMOVED IN THE NEXT TWO WEEKS. 

WE WANT THE TRASH ON THE EMBANKMENT REMOVED. 

WE WANT THE HOLE IN THE FENCE REPAIRED.

Happy NewYear Troy, Im looking forward to meeting you on Tuesday at 1pm. I wanted to suggest that on your drive over, you observe a 
couple of new buildings (condos) that are almost completed. Both are on the right as you will be coming north on Glendale Blvd from 
Assemblywoman Carillo's office. The first one will be just after the Public Storage & Jack-in the box at the corner of Aaron and Glendale. 
There's a stoplight there (No ‘Keep Clear 1 Painted on the asphalt-which we asking Cal Trans to do). Maybe even turn right & go up 1 
block so you can see the entrance to the parking garage-about 50 feet from the corner. This is currently only 1 of 2 ways to get a light onto 
Glendale from where I live on the next street up the hill, Alvarado (& all the cars coming from Echo park).

7004.1 will contact CalTrans about the ‘Keep clear’ notification on the pavement Please assist me with another issue!! I put 
in 3 service requests with CalTra ns . The last one was regarding putting in a stoplight at the comer of Brandon St at Glendale 
Blvd. I received a call from Ms Queen mid November stating that this request had been turned over to LADOT because it 
was not their jurisdiction. Then I left the country for a month. When I contacted your offices regarding the referred request, 
Carolina could not find it & I do not have the request number for LADOT. With CalTrans it was #777021. We keep going 
back and forth on what issues are LADOT & which are CalTrans. That is why both State and City representatives are 
meeting with me at the Spain Restaurant. Our traffic issues are unbelievably DANGEROUS right now. And new 
construction with many units, are being finalized at the comers of Aaron & Clifford Streets both at Glendale Blvd. We need 
help!! Can you assist me in either finding the referral from Cal Trans to you, or putting in a new request for a light at 
Brandon St & Glendale Blvd? Please! I clarified a request earlier this week with Carolina re: DOT service request # 132682 
after receiving a message (possibly from you) that LADOT needed clarification re: putting a No U Turn sign at Duane St on 
Allessandro because cars are making U turns (within yards of a school) to get back onto Allessandro (West) to turn right 
onto Glendale Blvd headed north so they can enter the 2 freeway. Many cars are making illegal U turns out of the left hand 
turn lane on Glendale Blvd south to go north to enter the 2 freeway. Some do that and others make the left onto Allessandro

Six months later and after the cameras, a thief retums(?) specifically for bike(s) when he stole 
mine. He could very well be the reason why bike theft is high in this neighborhood and given that he won't serve 
time. I'd like to see him "relocated" and will help in any way possible.

(a) Except as provided in subdivision (b) or (c), every person who loiters about any 
school or public place at or near which children attend or normally congregate and 
who remains at any school or public place at or near which children attend or 
normally congregate > or who reenters or comes upon a school or place within 72 
hours, after being asked to leave bv the chief administrative official of that school or, in 
the absence of the chief administrative official, the person acting as the chief administrative 
official, or by a member of the security patrol of the school district who has been given 
authorization, in writing, by the chief administrative official of that school to act as his or her 
agent in performing this duty, or a city police officer, or sheriff or deputy sheriff, or 
Department of the California Highway Patrol peace officer is a vagrant, and is punishable by a 
fine of not exceeding one thousand dollars ($1,000) or by imprisonment in a county jail for a 
period not exceeding six months, or by both that fine and imprisonment. 

(b) Every person required to register as a sex offender who violates subdivision (a) shall be 
punished as follows: 

(1) Upon a first conviction, by a fine not exceeding two thousand dollars ($2,000), by 
imprisonment in a county jail for a period of not more than six months, or by both that fine 
and imprisonment. 


(2) If the defendant has been previously convicted once of a violation of this section or 
former Section 653g, by imprisonment in a county jail for a period of not less than 10 days or 






more than six months, or by both imprisonment and a fine of not exceeding two thousand 
dollars ($2,000), and shall not be released on probation, parole, or any other basis until he 
or she has served at least 10 days. 

(3) If the defendant has been previously convicted two or more times of a violation of this 
section or former Section 653g, by imprisonment in a county jail for a period of not less than 
90 days or more than six months, or by both imprisonment and a fine of not exceeding two 
thousand dollars ($2,000), and shall not be released on probation, parole, or any other basis 
until he or she has served at least 90 days. 

(c) Any person required to register with the chief of police or sheriff pursuant to Section 
186.30 who violates subdivision (a) shall be punished as follows: 

(1) Upon first conviction, by a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars ($1,000), by 
imprisonment in a county jail for a period of not more than one year, or by both that fine and 
imprisonment. 

(2) Upon a second conviction, by a fine not exceeding two thousand dollars ($2,000), by 
imprisonment in a county jail for a period of not more than one year, or by both that fine and 
imprisonment. The court shall consider a period of imprisonment of at least 10 days. 

(3) If the defendant has been previously convicted two or more times, by a fine not 
exceeding two thousand dollars ($2,000), by imprisonment in a county jail fora period of not 
more than one year, or by both that fine and imprisonment. The court shall consider a period 
of imprisonment of at least 90 days. 

fd) As used in this section, "loiter" means to delay , to linger , or to idle about a 
school or public place without lawful business for being present. 

(e) Nothing in this section shall preclude or prohibit prosecution under any other provision of 

law.

Greetings everyone, 

My apologies in advance to our LAPP officers and to Juan who will get this email twice, as a group of parents also looped me in 
another email chain. I just wanted to share the same information with our neighbors. I am attaching some pictures of some of 
the encampments that are near Clifford Elementary, I have serious concerns for the welfare and safety of our students and 
families who walk to school from all directions. 










































Encampment on Ailesandro and Duane Street 

Parents and neighbors have informed me that they observed the individuals from the encampment off Allesandro Street walking 
up and down Duane St, late last night, peeking into cars, 1 am concerned about their Intentions and their dose proximity to our 
school. 


Encampments along Berkeley Ave. and Glendale Blvd. 

In addition, I spent my morning at The Whole Child Cottages near Gateway Hospital, affiliated with the Los Angeles Homeless 
Services Authority (LAHSA), which is a Coordinated Entry System (CES), The facility recently opened, providing temporary housing 
for families who have experienced homelessness, and are transitioning to permanent housing. Clifford is the school of residence 
for the facility. Families from the cottages who have school-aged children will be walking to Clifford, as most do not have a 
vehicle and the facility does not provide transportation. The easiest route to take is Effie St. to Lake Shore Ave., then Berkeley 
Ave. to Glendale Blvd. North. As 1 drove the route, I saw several things that concerned me. Near the corner of Berkeley Ave. and 
Lake Shore Ave., the block is littered with trash. As you turn North on Glendale Blvd,, families would have to pass approximately 
4 tents. These families have been through the trauma of being homeless and shouldn't have to be reminded of their ordeal by 
walking passed these tents daily. 

Clifford Street Tunnel crossing Glendale Blvd. 

As my office manager was leaving home from work yesterday at 3:30PM, she observed one of our second grade students and her 
grandmother walk into the tunnel to cross Glendale Blvd. on Clifford Street. She stated that 2 men entered the tunnel shortly 
after them. She stated that they appeared dirty and disheveled. She feared for their safety and parked her car to wait for them 
to come out the other side. Luckily, they made it through without incident. We shouldn't have to fear for our students and 
families. As I've mentioned in previous emails, the Glendale Blvd., tunnel has been designated on our School Safety plan as the 
safe passage way to St. Theresa's Church and the Tommy Lasorda Dream Field, our evacuation centers. I don’t feel very safe 
accompanying our students and staff through a potential biohazard area, riddled with discarded syringes and reeking of urine. 

I am concerned for the health and safety of all students and the ability for our families to have safe passages to and from school. 

I have sent an email to Assembly member Wendy Carrillo. Who might we refer our concerns about the tunnel to at 
CalTrans? Please let us know what else we might do.

RESOLUTION OF THE NAVAJO NATION COUNCIL 


Adopting a position by the Navajo Nation supporting continued dialog and partnerships with the 
City of Los Angeles to facilitate the development of clean energy projects on Navajo land and 
efforts to support the capitalization of the Nation’s rights (use?) to the approximately 500 MW 
(LADWP share of transmission) of capacity on the Southern and Western transmission systems. 

WHEREAS: 

1. Pursuant to 2N.N.C. § 102(A), the Navajo Nation Council is the governing body of the 
Navajo Nation; and; 

2. The Navajo Nation and the City of Los .Angeles collaborated for more than 40 years on 
energy matters, mainly through the Department of Water and Power’s ownership stake in 
Navaj o Generating and the benefits the city derived from electricity generated by the 
plant; and 

3. In April 2019, the City of Los Angeles adopted an ambitious energy and climate policy 
that establishes a goal of 100% carbon-free energy across all of the city’s energy sectors 
-electricity, buildings and transportation — by 2050, with benchmarks of 55% renewable 
electricity by 2025; 80% by 2036; and 100% by 2045; and 

4. The Los Angeles City Council has passed a resolution to “consider entering into a new 
partnership with the Navajo Nation to implement solar/clean energy projects on tribal 
land,” which the city says will allow it to “obtain cost-effective clean energy while 
ensuring environmental justice and economic equity to members of the Navajo Nation.” 
and 

5. The Navajo Nation has lost more than $40 million in revenue from the closure of Navaj o 
Generating Station and Kayenta Mine; and the closures have also caused significant 
economic hardship for workers and communities on die Navajo Nation; and 

6. The Navajo Nation Council, in accordance with its fiduciary responsibilities to the 
Navaj o Nation and its oversight authority for the Navajo Nation budget, is seeking ways 
to ameliorate the economic impact of the financial losses resulting from the closure of 
Navajo Generating Station and Kayenta Mine; and 

7. The past and present owners of Navajo Generating Station, having decided less than three 
ago to close down the plant, giving the Navajo Nation little t im e to plan, have a 
responsibility to assist the tribe in making the economic transition to a post-coal 
economy; and to date, none of the past or present owners have yet committed any direct 
financial resources toward that transition or yet made any formal commitments to 
partnering with the Navajo Nation on clean energy projects; and 

8. Solar and wind energy now offer the most affordable alternative for replacing the power 
lost by the closure of Navajo Generating Station; and 



9. In April 2019, Navajo President Jonathan Nez and Vice President Myron Lizer issued die 
Navajo Hayoo&aal (Sunrise) Proclamation, which states that the Navajo Nation will 
prioritize renewable energy development for the long-term benefit of the Navajo people; 
and 

10. The 24* Navajo Nation Council, through Legislation XXX-19, approved funding of 
$664,000 in the Fiscal Year 2020 Comprehensive Budget for the establishment of a new 
Navajo Energy Office within the Division of Natural Resources to serve as a 
“clearinghouse” for Navajo energy development and initiatives; and the Office of the 
President contributed an additional $100,000 for the new office; and 

11. The Cameron Chapter recently enacted legislation for a land withdrawal of5,000 acres 
specifically for the purpose of developing utility-scale solar projects on the land; and 
other chapters in the Navaj o Nation are also pursuing clean energy development; and 

12. The Navajo Tribal Utility Authority, which provides electricity to Navajo homes and 
businesses, has established a strong track record of developing and operating solar 
projects, having completed two 27-megawatt solar projects at Kayenta and 

13. The 24* Navajo Nation Council recently passed Legislation No. 0373-19, approving the 
expenditure of $1.9 million to allow the Nation to capitalize on the 500 megawatts of 
transmi ssion capacity it has rights to for the next 35 years under the Navajo Generating 
Station extension lease. 

14. On December 11,2019, Councilmember Mitch O’Farrell, a member of the Wyandotte 
Nation Native American tribe, and Council President Nury Martinez have introduced a 
motion to direct the Los Angeles Department of Water and Power to explore a 
partnership with the Navajo Nation to develop clean energy projects that are good for the 
ratepayers of the City of Los Angeles, while ensuring environmental justice and 
economic equity to members of the Navajo Nation. 


THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED THAT THE 24 th NAVAJO NATION COUNCIL: 

1. Supports continued dialog with the City of Los Angeles, its City Council Delegates and 
representatives of die Los Angeles Department of Water and Power to determine the 
feasibility of partnerships with the Navajo Nation on developing clean energy projects on 
Navajo land; as long as any such projects include components of tribal ownership; and 

2. Will designate a group of Delegates to lead discussions and/or negotiations with officials

They looked like they were planning 
to camp out there, but I called 911 and they left, then one of them returned until I made him clean up the mess and 
leave. 

A few days ago, there was a FIRE started on the CalTrans embankment (see attached video), near the lent that 
I notice is STILL THERE even after making CalTrans SERVICE REQUEST (CSR #775789) (see attached screen 
grab) way back in early November.

(a) Except as provided in subdivision (b) or (c), every person who loiters about any school or 
public place at or near which children attend or normally congregate and who remains at 
any school or public place at or near which children attend or normally congregate, or who 
reenters or comes upon a school or place within 72 hours, after being asked to leave bv the 

chief administrative official of that school or, in the absence of the chief administrative official, the 
person acting as the chief administrative official, or by a member of the security patrol of the school 
district who has been given authorization, in writing, by the chief administrative official of that school 
to act as his or her agent in performing this duty, or a city police officer, or sheriff or deputy sheriff, or 
Department of the California Highway Patrol peace officer is a vagrant, and is punishable by a fine of 
not exceeding one thousand dollars ($1,000] or by imprisonment in a county jail for a period not 
exceeding six months, or by both that fine and imprisonment. 

(b) Every person required to register as a sex offender who violates subdivision (a) shall be punished 
as follows: 




(1) Upon a first conviction by a fine not exceeding two thousand dollars ($2,000), by imprisonment in 
a county jail for a period of not more than six months, or by both that fine and imprisonment. 

(2) If the defendant has been previously convicted once of a violation of this section or former Section 
653g, by imprisonment in a county jail for a period of not less than 10 days or more than six months, 
or by both imprisonment and a fine of not exceeding two thousand dollars ($2,000), and shall not be 
released on probation, parole, or any other basis until he or she has served at least 10 days. 

(3) If the defendant has been previously convicted two or more times of a violation of this section or 
former Section 653g, by imprisonment in a county jail for a period of not less than 90 days or more 
than six months, or by both imprisonment and a fine of not exceeding two thousand dollars ($2,000), 
and shall not be released on probation, parole, or any other basis until he or she has served at least 
90 days. 

(c) Any person required to register with the chief of police or sheriff pursuant to Section 186.30 who 
violates subdivision (a) shall be punished as follows: 

(1) Upon first conviction, by a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars ($1,000), by imprisonment in a 
county jail for a period of not more than one year, or by both that fine and imprisonment. 

(2) Upon a second conviction, by a fine not exceeding two thousand dollars ($2,000), by imprisonment 
in a county jail for a period of not more than one year, or by both that fine and imprisonment. The 
court shall consider a period of imprisonment of at least 10 days. 

(3) if the defendant has been previously convicted two or more times, by a fine not exceeding two 
thousand dollars ($2,000), by imprisonment in a county jail for a period of not more than one year, or 
by both that fine and imprisonment. The court shall consider a period of imprisonment of at least 90 
days. 

(d) As used in this section, "loiter" means to delay, to Unger, or to idle about a school or 
public place without lawful business for being present.

The occupants at these encampments have been violent, seen wondering naked and abusing 
drugs and alcohol in plain site of the children arriving and departing from scho ol. It’s abhorrent! 

I know the Eastsider is planning on doing a story about these areas... maybe that will get more political eyeballs on the 
problem.

Greetings everyone. 

My apologies in advance to our LAPP officers and to Juan who will get this email twice, as a group of parents also 
looped me in another email chain, i just wanted to share the same information with our neighbors. I am attaching some 


























pictures of some of the encampments that are near Clifford Elementary. I have serious concerns for the welfare and 
safety of our students and families who walk to school from all directions. 


Encampment on Allesandro and Duane Street 

Parents and neighbors have informed me that they observed the individuals from the encampment off Allesandro Street 
walking up and down Duane St. late last night, peeking into cars. I am concerned about their intentions and their close 
proximity to our school. 

Encampments along Berkeley Ave. and Glendale Blvd. 

In addition, I spent my morning at The Whole Child Cottages near Gateway Hospital affiliated with the Los Angeles 
Homeless Services Authority ('LAHSA'K which is a Coordinated Entry System (CES). The facility recently opened, 
providing temporary housing for families who have experienced homelessness, and are transitioning to permanent 
housing. Clifford is the school of residence for the facility. Families horn the cottages who have school-aged children 
will be walking to Clifford, as most do not have a vehicle and the facility' does not provide transportation. The easiest 
route to take is Effic St. to Lake Shore Ave.. then Berkeley Ave. to Glendale Blvd. North. As I drove the route, I saw 
several things that concerned me. Near die comer of Berkeley Ave. and Lake Shore Ave., the block is littered with 
t rash. As you tur n North on Glendale Blvd.. families would have to pass approximately 4 tents. These families have 
been through the trauma of being homeless and shouldn't have to be reminded of their ordeal by walking passed these 
tents daily. 

Clifford Street Tunnel crossing Glendale Blvd. 

As my office manager was leaving home from work yesterday at 3:30PM she observed one of our second grade studen ts 
and her grandmother walk into the tunne l to c ross Glendale Blvd. on Clifford Street. She stated that 2 men entered the 
tunnel shortly after them. She stated that they appeared dirty and disheveled. She feared for their safety and parked her 
car to wait for them to come out the other side. Luckily, they made it through without incident. We shouldn't have to 
fear for our students and families. As I've mentioned in previous emails, the Glendale Blvd., tunnel has been designated 
on our School Safety plan as the safe passage way to St. Theresa's Church and the Tommy Lasorda Dream Field our 
evacuation centers. I don't feel very safe accompanying our students and staff through a potential biohazard area, riddled 
with dis carded syr inges an d re eking of urine. 

I am concerned for the health and safety of all students and the ability for our families to have safe passages to and from 
school. 


I have sent an email to Assembly member Wendy Carrillo. Who might we refer our concerns about the tunnel to at 
CalTrans? Please let us know what els e we mi ght do.

653b. 

(a) Except as provided in subdivision (b) or (c), every person who loiters about any school or 
public place at or near which children attend or normally congregate and who remains at 
any school or public place at or near which children attend or normally congregate > or who 
reenters or comes upon a school or place within 72 hours, after being asked to leave by the 

chief administrative official of that school or, in the absence of the chief administrative official, the 
person acting as the chief administrative official, or by a member of the security patrol of the school 
district who has been given authorization, in writing, by the chief administrative official of that school 
to act as his or her agent in performing this duty, or a city police officer, or sheriff or deputy sheriff, 
or Department of the California Highway Patrol peace officer is a vagrant, and is punishable by a fine 
of not exceeding one thousand dollars ($1,000) or by imprisonment in a county jail for a period not 
exceeding six months, or by both that fine and imprisonment.

(3) If the defendant has been previously convicted two or more times of a violation of this section or 
former Section 653g, by imprisonment in a county jail for a period of not less than 90 days or more 
than six months, or by both imprisonment and a fine of not exceeding two thousand dollars ($2,000), 
and shall not be released on probation, parole, or any other basis until he or she has served at least 
90 days. 

(c) Any person required to register with the chief of police or sheriff pursuant to Section 186.30 who 
violates subdivision (a) shall be punished as follows; 

(1) Upon first conviction, by a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars ($1,000), by imprisonment in 
a county jail for a period of not more than one year, or by both that fine and imprisonment.

Greetings everyone. 


My apologies in advance to our LAPP officers and to Juan who will get this email twice, as a group of parents also looped 
me in another email chain. I just wanted to share the same information with, our neighbors. I am attaching some pictures of 
some of tiie encampments that are near Clifford Elementary. I have serious concerns for the welfare and safety of our 
students and families who walk to school from all directions. 


Encampment on Allesandro and Duane Street 

Parents and neighbors have informed me that they observed the individuals from the encampment off Allesandro Street 
walking up and down Duane St. late last night, peeking into cars. I am concerned about their intentions and their close 
proximity to our school. 


Encampments along Berkeley Ave. and Glendale Bivd. 

In addition, I spent my morning at The Whole Child Cottages near Gateway Hospital, affiliated with the Los Angeles 
Homeless Services Authority OLAHSAf which is a Coordinated Entry System fCESl. The facility recently opened, 
providing temporary housing for families who have experienced homelessness, and axe transitioning to permanent housing. 
Clifford is the school of residence for the facility. Families from the cottages who have school-aged children will be 
walking to Clifford, as most do not have a vehicle and the facility does not provide transportation. The easiest route to take 
is Effic St. to Lake Shore Ave., then Berkeley Avc. to Glendale Blvd. North. As I drove the route. I saw several things that 
concerned me. Near the comer of Berkeley Ave. and Lake Shore Ave.. the block is littered with trash. As you turn Nort h 
on Glendale Blvd.. families would have to pass approximately 4 tents. These families have been through the trauma of 
being homeless and shouldn't have to be reminded of their ordeal by walking passed these tents daily. 


Clifford Street Tunnel crossing Glendale Blvd. 

As my office manager was leaving home from work yesterday at 3:30PM. she observed one of our second grade students 
and her grandmother walk into the tunnel to cross Glendale Blvd. on Clifford Street. She stated that 2 men entered the 
tunnel shortly after them. She stated that they appeared dirty and disheveled. She feared for their safety and parked her car 





























to wait for them to come out the other side. Luckily, they made it through without incident We shouldn't have to fear for 
our students and families. As I've mentioned in previous emails, the Glendale Blvd., tunnel has been designated on our 
School Safety plan as the safe passage wav to St. Theresa's Church and the Tommy Lasorda Dream Field, our evacuation 
centers. I don't feel very safe accompanying our students and staff through a potential biohazard area, riddled with 
discarded syringes and reeking of urine. 


I am concerned for the health and safety of all students and the ability for our families to have safe passages to and from 
school 


I have sent an email to Assembly member Wendy Carrillo. Who might we refer our concerns about the tunnel to at 
CalTrans? Please let us know what else we might do.

(a) Except as provided in subdivision (b) or (c), every person who loiters about any 
school or public place at or near which children attend or normally congregate 
and who remains at any school or public place at or near which children attend or 
normally congregate, or who reenters or comes upon a school or place within 72 
hours, after being asked to leave by the chief administrative official of that school or, in 
the absence of the chief administrative official, the person acting as the chief 
administrative official, or by a member of the security patrol of the school district who has

(3) If the defendant has been previously convicted two or more times of a violation of this 
section or former Section 653g, by imprisonment in a county jail for a period of not less 
than 90 days or more than six months, or by both imprisonment and a fine of not 
exceeding two thousand dollars ($2,000), and shall not be released on probation, parole, 
or any other basis until he or she has served at least 90 days. 

(c) Any person required to register with the chief of police or sheriff pursuant to Section 
186.30 who violates subdivision (a) shall be punished as follows: 

(1) Upon first conviction, by a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars ($1,000), by 
imprisonment in a county jail for a period of not more than one year, or by both that fine 
and imprisonment. 

(2) Upon a second conviction, by a fine not exceeding two thousand dollars ($2,000), by 
imprisonment in a county jail for a period of not more than one year, or by both that fine 
and imprisonment. The court shall consider a period of imprisonment of at least 10 days. 

(3) If the defendant has been previously convicted two or more times, by a fine not 
exceeding two thousand dollars ($2,000), by imprisonment in a county jail for a period of 
not more than one year, or by both that fine and imprisonment. The court shall consider a 
period of imprisonment of at least 90 days. 

(d) As used in this section, "loiter" means to delay, to linger, or to idle about a 
school or public place without lawful business for being present. 

(e) Nothing in this section shall preclude or prohibit prosecution under any other provision 
of law.

Greetings everyone. 


My apologies in advance to our LAPP officers and to Juan who will get this email twice, as a group of parents also looped 
me in another email chain. Jjust wanted to share the same information with our neighbors. I am attaching some pictures of 
some of the encampments that are near Clifford Elementary. I have serious concerns for the welfare and safety of our 
students and families who walk to school from all directions. 


Encampment on Allesandro and Duane Street 

Parents and neighbors have informed me that they observed the individuals from the encampment off Allesandro Street 

walking up and down Duane St late last night peeking into cars. I am concerned about their intentions and their close 












proximity to oiir school 


Encampments along Berkeley Ave. and Glendale Blvd. 

In a d dition, I spent my morning at The Whole Child Cottages near Gateway Hospital, affiliated with the Los Angeles 
Homeless Services Authority (LAHSAh which is a Coordinated Entry System (CHS). The facility recently opened, 
providing temporary housing for families who have experienced homelessness, and are transitioning to permanent housing. 
Clifford is the school of residence for the facility. Families from the cottages who have school-aged children will be 
walki ng to Clifford, as most do not have a vehicle and the facility does not provide transportation. The easiest route to take 
i s Effie St. to L a ke Shore Ave., then Berkeley Ave. to Glendale Blvd. North. As I drove the route, I saw several things that 
concerned me. Near the comer of Berkeley Ave. and Lake Shore Ave.. the block is littered with trash. As you turn North 

on Glendale Blvd., families would have to pass approximately 4 tents. These families have been through the trauma of 
being homeless and shouldn't have to be reminded of their ordeal by walking passed these tents daily. 


Clifford Street Tunnel crossing Glendale Blvd. 

As my office manager was leaving home from work yesterday at 3:30PM, she observed one of our second grade students 
and her grandmother walk into the tunnel to cross Glendale Blvd. on Clifford Street. She stated that 2 men entered t he 
tunnel shortly after them. S h e s ta ted that they appeared dirt y and disheveled. She feared for their safet y and parked her ear 
to wait for them to come out the other side. Luckily, they made it through without incident. We shouldn't have to fear for 
our students and families. As IVe mentioned in previous emails, the Glendale Blvd., tunnel has been designated on our 
School Safety plan as the safe passage way to St. Theresa's Church and the Tommy Lasorda Dream Field, our evacuation 
centers. I don't feel very safe accompanying our students and staff through a potential biohazard area, riddled with 
discarded syringes and reeking of urine. 


I am concerned for the health and safety of all students and the ability for our families to have safe passages to and from 
school 


I have sent an email to Assembly member Wendy Carrillo. Who might we refer our concerns about the tunnel to at 
CalTrans? Please let us know what else we might do.

653b. 


(a) Except as provided in subdivision (b) or (c) f every person who loiters about any school or 












public place at or near which children attend or normally congregate and who remains at 
any school or public place at or near which children attend or normally congregate > or who 
reenters or comes upon a school or place within 72 hours, after being asked to leave by the 

chief administrative official of that school or, in the absence of the chief administrative official, the 
person acting as the chief administrative official, or by a member of the security patrol of the school 
district who has been given authorization, in writing, by the chief administrative official of that school 
to act as his or her agent in performing this duty, or a city police officer, or sheriff or deputy sheriff, 
or Department of the California Highway Patrol peace officer is a vagrant, and is punishable by a fine 
of not exceeding one thousand dollars ($1,000) or by imprisonment in a county jail for a period not 
exceeding six months, or by both that fine and imprisonment. 

(b) Every person required to register as a sex offender who violates subdivision (a) shall be punished 
as follows: 

(1) Upon a first conviction, by a fine not exceeding two thousand dollars ($2,000), by imprisonment 
in a county jail for a period of not more than six months, or by both that fine and imprisonment. 

(2) If the defendant has been previously convicted once of a violation of this section or former Section 
653g, by imprisonment in a county jail for a period of not less than 10 days or more than six months, 
or by both imprisonment and a fine of not exceeding two thousand dollars ($2,000), and shall not be 
released on probation, parole, or any other basis until he or she has served at least 10 days. 

(3) If the defendant has been previously convicted two or more times of a violation of this section or 
former Section 653g, by imprisonment in a county jail for a period of not less than 90 days or more 
than six months, or by both imprisonment and a fine of not exceeding two thousand dollars ($2,000), 
and shall not be released on probation, parole, or any other basis until he or she has served at least 
90 days. 

(c) Any person required to register with the chief of police or sheriff pursuant to Section 186.30 who 
violates subdivision (a) shall be punished as follows: 

(1) Upon first conviction, by a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars ($1,000), by imprisonment in 
a county jail for a period of not more than one year, or by both that fine and imprisonment. 

(2) Upon a second conviction, by a fine not exceeding two thousand dollars ($2,000), by 
imprisonment in a county jail for a period of not more than one year, or by both that fine and 
imprisonment. The court shall consider a period of imprisonment of at least 10 days. 

(3) If the defendant has been previously convicted two or more times, by a fine not exceeding two 
thousand dollars ($2,000), by imprisonment in a county jail for a period of not more than one year, or 
by both that fine and imprisonment. The court shall consider a period of imprisonment of at least 90 
days. 

(d) As used in this section , "loiter" means to delay, to linger ; or to idle about a school or 
public place without lawful business for being present. 

(e) Nothing in this section shall preclude or prohibit prosecution under any other provision of law.

Greetings everyone. 






My apologies in advance to our LAPP officers and to Juan who will get this email twice, as a group of parents also looped 
me in another email chain. I just wanted to share the same information with our neighbors. I am attaching some pictures of 
some of the encampments that are near Clifford Elementary. I have serious concerns for the welfare and safety' of our 

students and families who walk to school from all directions. 


Encampment on Allesandro and Duane Street 

Parents and neighbors have informed me that they observed the individuals from the encampment off Allesandro Street 
walking up and down Duane St late last night peeking into cars. I am concerned about their intentions and their close 
proximity to our school. 


Encampments along Berkeley Ave. and Glendale Blvd. 

In addition, I spent my morning at The Whole Child Cottages near Gateway Hospital, affiliated with the Los Angeles 
Homeless Services Authority (LAIISA), which is a Coordinated Entry System fCES). The facility recently opened, 
providing temporary housing for families who have experienced homelessness, and are transitioning to permanent housing. 
Clifford is the school of residence for the facility. Families from the cottages who have school-aged cliildren will be 
walking to Clifford as most do not have a vehicle and the facility does not provide transportation. The easiest route to take 
is Effie St. to Lake Sho r e A ve. , then Berkeley Ave. to Glendale B lvd. North. As I drove the route, I saw several thi ngs that 
concerned me. Near (lie comer of Berkeley Ave. and Lake Shore Ave., the block is littered with trash. As you turn North 
on Glendale Blvd., families would have to pass approximately 4 tents. These families have been through the trauma of 
being homeless and shouldn't have to be reminded of their ordeal by walking passed these tents daily. 


Clifford Street Tunnel crossing Glendale Blvd. 

As my office manager was leaving home from wor k yes terda y at 3:30P M, she observed one of our second grade students 
and her grandmother walk into the tunnel to cross Glendale Blvd. on Clifford Street. She stated that 2 men entered the 
tunnel shortly after them. She stated that they appeared dirty and disheveled. She feared for their safety and parked her car 
to wait for them to come out the other side. Luckily, they made it through without incident. We shouldn't have to fear for 
our students and families. As IVe mentioned in previous emails, the Glendale Blvd., tunnel has been designated on our 
School Safety plan as the safe passage way to St. Theresa's Church and the Tommy Lasorda Dream Field, our evacuation 
centers. I don't feel very safe accompanyi ng our st ud ents and staff through a p otent ial biohazard area, riddled with 
discarded syringes and reeking of urine. 


I am concerned for the health and safety of all students and the ability for our families to have safe passages to and from 
school. 


I have sent an email to Assembly member Wendy Carrillo. Who might we refer our concerns about the tunnel to at 
CalTrans? Please let us know what else we might do.

l‘m adding my tenant Lauren Santos to this thread. She lives at 427 N Commonwealth and wants to get involved 
with our efforts to clean up our street and the freeway embankment where homeless people trespass daily and 
have cut through the CalTrans fencing on more than one occasion to pass through from the embankment to our 
cul-de-sac. 

We are constantly having problems. Last week, 3 homeless people decided to throw trash from their shopping 
carts and our trash cans all over the street and public sidewalk. My elderly neighbor, who walks around the block 
every day as exercise after her knee surgeries, was afraid to leave her home. They looked like they were planning 
to camp out there, but I called 911 and they left, then one of them returned until I made him clean up the mess and 
leave, 

A few days ago, there was a FIRE started on the CalTrans embankment (see attached video), near the tent that 
I notice is STILL THERE even after making CalTrans SERVICE REQUEST (CSR #775789) (see attached screen 
grab) way back in early November, At that time, CalTrans workers told us they would take care of the request 
after serving the people in the tent a 3-DAY notice to leave. They are STILL THERE IN THAT TENT, STEALING 
ELECTRICITY, TAGGING AND STARTING FIRES, 3.5 MONTHS LATER. Actually, if you scroll down you will 
see that my FIRST request was submitted in September 2019, more than 4 months ago, 

THERE IS STILL A HOLE IN THE CALTRANS FENCING, next to 420 Commonwealth, which I HAVE JUST 
STITCHED UP WITH WIRE FOR THE SECOND TIME, 

THERE IS ELECTRICITY BEING STOLEN FROM THE LIGHT POLE ON HOOVER STREET, WHICH IS WIDE 
OPEN WITH RAW ELECTRIC WIRES - NEAR A SCHOOL AND SOCCER FIELD, (see photos) 

WE WANT THIS TENT REMOVED IN THE NEXT TWO WEEKS, 

WE WANT THE TRASH ON THE EMBANKMENT REMOVED, 

WE WANT THE HOLE IN THE FENCE REPAIRED,

On the 25th, the 
amazin g CalTrans workers Mike and Darryl told me there would need to be a 3-day 
eviction posted to that tent, where taggers have set up camp and regularly tagged up 
my street until I patched the hole in the fence and put a lock on the CalTrans gate 
(now replaced by Darryl). There is drug activity in that immediate area as well; my 
neighbor Cecelia found used needles thrown over the fence onto her property, 
which she runs as a drug rehab, adding extra stress. She has also dealt with 
fires from illegal extension cords and stolen electricity. 

I've attached the new CSR #7757891 just placed with CalTrans. I'm also attaching a 
map so that we can all be on the same page and get this tent and occupants removed. 
If s hidden in a comer of a cinderblock wall, so it's easily overlooked. 

Please let me know when the eviction notice will be posted and when we can 
expect the tent to be removed.

Homeless and taggers are using the fence 
hole to access Commonwealth. Extension cords = stolen electricity on Hoover. CT access gate 
was unlocked and open. 

Encampments on Hoover & Virgil underpasses under 101 Freeway. Commonwealth Ave cul-de- 
sac fencing cut and CalTrans access gate left open. A "secret tent" encampment with taggers 
living inside is located on the embankment but next to my neighbor's (420 Commonwealth) 
fence, just east of the cul-de-sac and between Co mm onwealth and Hoover.

I am not clear 
why this is not being enforced in the 3 areas you have outlined below... all within 500 feet of an elementary school. The occupants 
at these encampments have been violent, seen wondering naked and abusing drugs and alcohol in plain site of the children arriving 
and departing from school. It's abhorrent! 

I know the Eastsider is planning on doing a story about these areas... maybe that will get more political eyeballs on the problem. In 
the meantime please let us know what we can do to help.

Greetings everyone. 

My apologies in advance to our LAPD officers and to Juan who will get this email twice, as a group of parents also looped 
me in another email chain. I just wanted to share the same information with our neighbors. I am attaching some 
pictures of some of the encampments that are near Clifford Elementary. I have serious concerns for the welfare and 
safety of our students and families who walk to school from all directions. 

Encampment on Allesandro and Duane Street 

Parents and neighbors have informed me that they observed the individuals from the encampment off Allesandro Street 
walking up and down Duane St. late last night, peeking into cars. I am concerned about their intentions and their close 
proximity to our school. 


Encampments along Berkeley Ave. and Glendale Blvd. 



In addition, I spent my morning at The Whole Child Cottages near Gateway Hospital, affiliated with the Los Angeles 
Homeless Services Authority (LAHSA), which is a Coordinated Entry System {CES}, The facility recently opened, providing 
temporary housing for families who have experienced homelessness, and are transitioning to permanent housing. 
Clifford is the school of residence for the facility. Families from the cottages who have school-aged children will be 
walking to Clifford, as most do not have a vehicle and the facility does not provide transportation. The easiest route to 
take is Effie St. to Lake Shore Ave., then Berkeley Ave. to Glendale Bivd. North. As I drove the route, I saw several things 
that concerned me. Near the corner of Berkeley Ave. and Lake Shore Ave., the block is littered with trash. As you turn 
North on Glendale Blvd., families would have to pass approximately 4 tents. These families have been through the 
trauma of being homeless and shouldn't have to be reminded of their ordeal by walking passed these tents daily. 

Clifford Street Tunnel crossing Glendale Blvd. 

As my office manager was leaving home from work yesterday at 3:30PM, she observed one of our second grade 
students and her grandmother walk into the tunnel to cross Glendale Blvd. on Clifford Street. She stated that 2 men 
entered the tunnel shortly after them. She stated that they appeared dirty and disheveled. She feared for their safety 
and parked her car to wait for them to come out the other side. Luckily, they made it through without incident. We 
shouldn't have to fear for our students and families. As I've mentioned in previous emails, the Glendale Blvd., tunnel 
has been designated on our School Safety plan as the safe passage way to St. Theresa's Church and the Tommy Lasorda 
Dream Field, our evacuation centers. I don't feel very safe accompanying our students and staff through a potential 
biohazard area, riddled with discarded syringes and reeking of urine. 

I am concerned for the health and safety of all students and the ability for our families to have safe passages to and from 
school. 

I have sent an email to Assembly member Wendy Carrillo. Who might we refer our concerns about the tunnel to at 
CalTrans? Please let us know what else we might do.

I*m adding my tenant Lauren Santos to this thread. She lives at 427 N Commonwealth and wants to get 
involved 

with our efforts to clean up our street and the freeway embankment where homeless people trespass daily and 
have cut through the CalTrans fencing on more than one occasion to pass through from the embankment to 
our 

cul-de-sac. 

We are constantly having problems. Last week, 3 homeless people decided to throw trash from their shopping 
carts and our trash cans all over the street and public sidewalk. My elderly neighbor, who walks around the block 
every day as exercise after her knee surgeries, was afraid to leave her home. They looked like they were planning 
to camp out there, but I called 911 and they left, then one of them returned until I made him clean up the mess and 
leave. 

A few days ago, there was a FIRE started on the CalTrans embankment (see attached video), near the tent that 
I notice is STILL THERE even after making CalTrans SERVICE REQUEST (CSR #775789) (see attached screen 
grab) way back in early November. At that time, CalTrans workers told us they would take care of the request 
after serving the people in the tent a 3-DAY notice to leave. They are STILL THERE 1N THAT TENT, 

STEALING 

ELECTRICITY, TAGGING AND STARTING FIRES, 3.5 MONTHS LATER Actually, if you scroll down you 
will 

see t ha t my FIRST request was submitted in September 2019, more than 4 months ago. 

THERE IS STILL A HOLE IN THE CALTRANS FENCING, next to 420 Commonwealth, which I HAVE JUST 
STITCHED UP WITH WIRE FOR THE SECOND TIME. 

THERE IS ELECTRICITY BEING STOLEN FROM THE LIGHT POLE ON HOOVER STREET, WHICH IS 
WIDE 

OPEN WITH RAW ELECTRIC WIRES - NEAR A SCHOOL AND SOCCER FIELD, (see photos) 

WE WANT THIS TENT REMOVED IN THE NEXT TWO WEEKS. 

WE WANT THE TRASH ON THE EMBANKMENT REMOVED. 

WE WANT THE HOLE IN THE FENCE REPAIRED.

thank you for all your hard work on the clean-up under the Hoover bridge on 10/25. 
it was unfortunate that the fires up north prevented the City crew from participating. 

It's also unfortunate that we still have issues with die encampments under the bridge, 
but we all knew that would continue... 

I'm writing to check in on the eviction process for the "secret tent" that is on CalTrans 
property next to my neighbors property at 420 Co mm onwealth. On the 25th, the 
am azing CalTrans workers Mike and Darryl told me there would need to be a 3-day 
eviction posted to that tent, where taggers have set up camp and regularly tagged up 
my street until I patched the hole in the fence arid put a lock on the CalTrans gate 
(now replaced by Darryl). There is drug activity in that immediate area as well; my 
neighbor Cccclia found used needles thrown over the fence onto her property, 
which she runs as a drug rehab, adding extra stress. She has also dealt with 
fires from illegal extension cords and stolen electricity. 

I've attached the new CSR #7757891 just placed with CalTrans. I'm also attaching a 
map so that we can all be on the same page and get this tent and occupants removed. 
It's hidden in a comer of a cinderblock wall, so it's easily overlooked. 

Please let me know when the eviction notice will be posted and when we can 
expect the tent to be removed.

I just wanted to follow up on this again because these people have continued to occupy the 
property at 2011 Beverly and we haven’t been able to do anything to get them removed or to get 
the property re-secured. I’ve attached some photos/videos for reference. 

We’ve been able to get non-emergency dispatch to talk to them a couple of times, but the patrol officers have 
essentially told us there is nothing they can do but tell the trespassers to leave unless the owner 
is present and is the one making die call. Today, they were loitering outside with the security 
door open and the patrol officers didn’t even tell them to leave. They just told the trespassers to 
go back inside die properly and close the door. It’s especially problematic because the 
trespassing parties have keys, so they keep the door locked and most of the time the patrol 
officers can’t access the property so they can’t even talk to them. 

We’ve written a letter to the property owner and filed LADBS requests (our first was closed because it got 

routed to the wrong department, the current request is #463736). Beyond that. I’m not sure what 
else we can do without additional assistance. Please let me know if there are any other steps we 
can take to help facilitate the process of securing the property.

I just wanted to follow up on this again because these people have continued to occupy the 
property at 2011 Beverly and we haven’t been able to do anything to get them removed or to get 
the property re-secured. I’ve attached some photos/videos for reference. 

We’ve been able to get non-emergency dispatch to talk to them a couple of times, but the patrol officers have 
essentially told us there is nothing they can do but tell the trespassers to leave unless the owner 
is present and is the one making die call. Today, they were loitering outside with the security 
door open and the patrol officers didn’t even tell them to leave. They just told the trespassers to 
go back inside die properly and close the door. It’s especially problematic because the 
trespassing parties have keys, so they keep the door locked and most of the time the patrol 
officers can’t access the property so they can’t even talk to them. 

We’ve written a letter to the property owner and filed LADBS requests (our first was closed because it got 

routed to the wrong department, the current request is #463736). Beyond that. I’m not sure what 
else we can do without additional assistance. Please let me know if there are any other steps we 
can take to help facilitate the process of securing the property.

Dear Officer Melkonian et al., 

I wanted to let you know tliat this morning at about 7:45 a.m., one of the women living in the encampment along 4th street, 
between Westmoreland and Shatto (across from Shatto Park and Recreation Center) came up to me and my six-year-old 
daughter as we were pulling out of our garage to go to school and threatened us. There had been a loud thump outside 
right before we came downstairs which seems to have been her beating on the garage door with her pole. 

She was holding a wooden pole about 5 feet long and 2" in diameter and wielding it in a threatening way, as if she was 
going to smash my driver's side window. She yelled "I'm going to f—king kill you" several times and made eye contact 
with both me and my daughter as she continued to yell and point her stick at us, as if it were a spear or a martial arts 
weapon. She seemed completely enraged and we were both shaken, particularly as we were unable to back out right 
away because of cross traffic and every' moment we paused in our driveway seemed to anger her more. 

I believe this woman is probably known to the LAPD. She lives in the tents at the comer of Westmoreland and 4th and has 
a small dog, and is of Asian descent, perhaps in her thirties, with a muscular build and lightened hair. She often fights 
physically and verbally with other members of the encampment and has been there longer than all or most. She has 
made verbal threats to my boyfriend, Tom Wiscombe (cc'd) in the past. 

I did call and report this to the Rampart Police Station, but as I do not want to go out and identify her to the police (this 
seems like it would make us potential targets), I did not follow with a request to dispatch to send out police officers. 








In general I also want to report that the eneampment has grown quite extensive again and that it seems like police have 
been called quite frequently recently. We hear and see a lot of fighting and loud arguments, and it feels like tilings are 
getting out of control. 

Please help us keep our neighborhood and our family safe.

Hi Officer Paialii, 

I left a voicemail for you yesterday but since I didn't hear back from you I figured e mailing you the details might be easier. 
Below is a description of die ev ents that took place on my property (1367 Laveta Terrace 90026) on Sun 1/12/20 and Mon 
1/13/20: 

On Sunday morning I awoke to my husband's voice raised in speaking to someone whose voice sounded like it was coming 
from my backyard. At first I thought maybe it was a service person from LADWP or AT&T, etc who needed to access our 
backyard (this happens on occasion). When I got up and looked out the window (located on the 2nd floor), I could see that it 
was actually an obviously inebriated stranger who was responding verbally to my husband, Chad, in an belligerent manner 
(Chad w r as on our front porch and the gate of our driveway is located between the front porch and the backyard where the 
stranger was). I recall Chad saying something in reference to our dogs (who were thankfully inside the house at the time), 
but I don't recall exactly what the stranger said in return, only that he seemed pissed off. From the window I said "if you 
don't get off my property immediately I am calling the police" to which he barked back "the number is 9 1 1" and I said "it 
sure is and I'm calling right now" and moved to get my phone. I grabbed my phone and saw that he was moving towards the 
wall between my yard and the properly next door, all the while still yelling loudly and belligerently as if we were the ones 
doing something wrong to him . He climbed over the wall and landed in the property next door and started to walk toward 
the street (the gate on the property next door had been malfunctioning and left open for a few weeks). I moved from my 
room onto our balcony to watch and make sure he exited that property and left. I took photos of him as he did so (see 
attached photos). He continued to complain angrily and loudly on his way out, and you can see from the photos tliat he 
turned and yelled at me some more from the sidewalk. This incident was resolved harmlessly enough but it very much left 
us feeling shaken and threatened. Later Chad told me our dogs had started barking that morning, which is what alerted him 
to the stranger in our yard. Chad discovered him at our driveway gate, and when Chad went out and told him to get off our 
property, the man - out of dru nk enness or confusion or both - actually said something to the effect of "how do I get out" in 
reference to our gate being locked. Chad told him to get out "however the f*ck you got in" and the fact that he climbed over 
the wall to the property next door (with the open gate) to get out leads us to believ e that tliat is how he got on to our property 
in the first place. On Monday morning when I let our dogs our in the backyard I discovered multiple dirty pillows and 
flattened cardboard piled on top of random small rugs in one comer of my yard (see attached photo and video). There was 
also litter/garbage around, including chunks of chocolate which could be poisonous if cither of my dogs had got to it before 
I did. This was not present Sunday night when we let our dogs out before bed, so I can only assume someone came onto our 
property some time in the night to sleep there. I cannot say for certain tliat it was the man from Sunday morning but of 
course that is my first assumption. One of the small rugs I found under the cardboard was an outdoor rug that went missing 
from the property next door on Sat/Sun, which confirmed my belief that any and ail trespassers were accessing our property 
through their open gate. Since these incidents, I have contacted the landlord of the property next door and he has fixed their 
gate so it's no longer open. Chad and I have replaced our old motion sensor floodlight in the backyard with a Ring 
Floodlight Cam and now have 24 hr access to a visual of our backyard. 

For all intents and purposes, this issue has been resolved and we have done what we can to increase the security of our 
home, but I would still like to have it officially on record tliat these incidents took place for future reference. 

If there is any more information you need from me to file an official report, please let me know. I would like to have a copy 
of the report once it is filed. Thank you so much for your assistance in this matter.

We've been able to get non-emergency dispatch to talk to them a couple of times, but the patrol 
officers have essentially told us there is nothing they can do but tell the trespassers to leave unless the 
owner is present and is the one making the call. Today, they were loitering outside with the security 
door open and the patrol officers didn't even tell them to leave. They just told the trespassers to go 
back inside the property and close the door. It's especially problematic because the trespassing parties 
have keys, so they keep the door locked and most of the time the patrol officers can't access the 
property so they can't even talk to them. 

We've written a letter to the property owner and filed LADBS requests (our first was closed because it 
got routed to the wrong department, the current request is #463736). Beyond that, I'm not sure what 
else we can do without additional assistance. Please let me know if there are any other steps we can 
take to help facilitate the process of securing the property.

I am very much in need of your attention regarding this individual. I have written a detailed account of robbery/assault that took place on 
me December 31st, 2019, last Tuesday. 

Please note I am included the LAPD Report, my detail of what took place, and three pictures of my assailant. I posted his pictures on the 
app ‘Next Door", and someone said his name is Billy Bosha and that “he has been unhinged for a while now”.

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1. Left Fullerton Suburu dealership and arrived at 1640 North Alvarado around 9:30 (I 
think). There was no place to park outside my home. My friend Anne Stockwell and I 
drove back at the same time. 

2. J drove north on North Alvarado approximately one block to an area that is near the 
Radio Station lit has no visible address, but is very brightly lit). X noticed, a car with a 
smashed window (driver's side): the trunk wide open, contents spilling out on the 
ground. 

3. 1 parked next to Radio Station in bright light. 

4 . 1 see a tall white man (can’t remember first sighting). But he walks up to my driver’s 
side window, and taps on it with his hand. He then walks off 

5. He walks off going south. 

6. T call my friend, Anne Stockwell, who tells me she just drove past me and parked a 
couple of cars in front of me (I can’t see her, and did not notice her pass me). 

7. I tell her not to get out of the. car because this guy is stomping around, looks high and 
nuts. 

8. I ask her can she see him. She replies she can’t because of how bright my headlamps 
are.

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Greetings everyone. 

Please excuse my late email. I am attaching some pictures of some of the encampments that are near Clifford 
Elementary. I have serious concerns for the welfare and safety of our students and families who walk to school from ail 
directions. 

Encampment on AUesandro and Duane Street 

Parents and neighbors have informed me that they observed the individuals from the encampment off AUesandro Street 
walking up and down Duane St. fate last night, peeking into cars. I am concerned about their intentions and their close 
proximity to our school. 

Encampments along Berkeley Ave. and Glendale Blvd. 

In addition, I spent my morning at The Whole Child Cottages near Gateway Hospital, affiliated with the Los Angeles 
Homeless Services Authority (LAHSA), which is a Coordinated Entry System (CES). The facility recently opened, providing 
temporary housing for families who have experienced homelessness, and are transitioning to permanent housing. 
Clifford is the school of residence for the facility. Families from the cottages who have school-aged children will be 
walking to Clifford, as most do not have a vehicle and the facility does not provide transportation. The easiest route to 
take is Effie St. to Lake Shore Ave., then Berkeley Ave. to Glendale Blvd. North. As I drove the route, I saw several things 
that concerned me. Near the corner of Berkeley Ave, and Lake Shore Ave., the block is littered with trash. As you turn 
North on Glendale Blvd., families would have to pass approximately 4 tents. These families have been through the 
trauma of being homeless and shouldn't have to be reminded of their ordeal by walking passed these tents daily. 






Clifford Street Tunnei crossing Glendale Blvd. 

As my office manager was leaving home from work yesterday at 3:30PM, she observed one of our second grade 
students and her grandmother waik into the tunnel to cross Glendale Blvd. on Clifford Street She stated that 2 men 
entered the tunnel shortly after them. She said that they appeared dirty and disheveled. She feared for their safety and 
parked her car to wait for them to come out the other side. Luckily, they made it through without incident. We 
shouldn't have to fear for our students and families. As I've mentioned in previous emails, the Glendale Blvd., tunnel 
has been designated on our School Safety plan as the safe passage way to St. Theresa's Church and the Tommy Lasorda 
Dream Field, our evacuation centers. I don't feel very safe accompanying our students and staff through a potential 
biohazard area, riddled with discarded syringes and reeking of urine. 

I have sent an email to Assembly member Wendy Carrillo. Who might we refer our concerns about the tunnel to at 
CalTrans? Please let us know what else we might do.

We did a community clean up of the open space (the triangle between Glendale and Alessandro) outside Clifford Elementary a 
couple of years ago, we have had meetings with the councilman's office and local law enforcement at 
ourschool, and countless 311 reports and emails and calls have been sent by various parents and 
community members on the topic. I know principal Gutierrez has put in a lot of work and calls as well. 
The problem has only continued to worsen. 

There are now permanent encampments on both sides of Glendale. The men who reside there are probably fine folks going 
through a tough time, but nobody knows their identity, and that is worrisome right next door to an 
elementary school. Their situation is unfair, but it is also unfair for the kids to have to walk through it 
every day. And it is definitely not great for enrollment in ourschool. Parents visiting the school and 
looking at enrolling their child are seeing this as their first impression- it looks like the city does not 
care about this school or about the area. It would cause me pause if I were in their shoes. I certainly 
do not see any such encampments a mile up the street outside Ivanhoe Elementary, which is not a 
title 1 school, and which is in a more affluent neighborhood. It seems the issue is being treated 
differently here, are Clifford kids are not as valued as Ivanhoe kids? 

The community is ready to support any effort to help, to clean up, to provide resources, but we cannot continue to ignore this. 

This is an elementary school. I have already had to call 911 with my kids in the car when one of the 
encampment dwellers had fainted/fallen/passed out with his legs in the street at risk of getting run 
over, we have found syringes under the trees right outside the upper gate of the school, the kids and I 
walked by a man peeing into the school property through the fence when an additional encampment 
popped up right outside the school afterthe summer break. 

We need homelessness prevention organizations and city services to come out and provide assistance and services to these 
folks right away. What is the plan here? What is the 13th doing about this? What is LAUSD doing? 

We need to work together and make a change. Who is coming outdoing outreach to these folks? 

I know the councilman is coming to Clifford next week and 1 will do my best to take off work to attend. I hope these issues can 
be discussed.

I just wanted to follow up on this again because these people have continued to occupy the property at 2011 Beverly and we 
haven’t been able to do anything to get them removed or to get the property re-secured. I’ve attached some photos/videos for 
reference. 

We’ve been able to get non-emergency dispatch to talk to them a couple of times, but the patrol officers have essentially 
told us there is nothing they can do but tell the trespassers to leave unless the owner is present and is the one making the 
call. Today, they were loitering outside with the security door open and the patrol officers didn’t even tell them to leave. 
They just told the trespassers to go back inside the property and close the door. It’s especially problematic because the 
trespassing parties have keys, so they keep the door locked and most of the time the patrol officers can’t access the properly 
so they can’t even talk to them. 

We’ve written a letter to the property owner and filed LADBS requests (our first was closed because it got routed to the 
wrong department, the current request is #463736). Beyond that. I’m not sure what else we can do without additional 
assist an ce. Please let me kn ow if there are any other steps we can take to help facilitate the process of securing the property.

I thought you should be aware, there is some recent serious discussion on ourNextdoor.com app. regarding the 1-way 
down Baxter from Alvarado to Lakeshore and Allesandro. Alarmingly, it seems there are some that, think going the 
wrong way on a l-w r ay street is an ‘option’, not necessarily needed to be obeyed. I can’t believe it! I still see occasional 
cars and pickups racing up the wrong way. If you are turning down Baxter from Alvarado and not expecting someone 
flying up the wrong way, tliis can be VERY SCARY ! I has happened to me several times. 


From Nextdoor.com (co mm ents today) 

SB said: 

I didn’t think anyone was paying attention to that new rule. I don’t drive much if at all but I still go up it the same 
way I always used to. I don’t think it’s necessarily fully a rule, I think it was meant to be interpreted within 
reason. 


SL said: 

I also treat one-way street signs as suggestions rather tlian co mm ands. Those signs seem so exclusionary and 
mean-spirited. L 'iley, you, coming from that direction. You’re not welcome here.” Kinda hurts my feelings. 


Really!! I can’t believe licensed drivers are so nuts! 


Also on Alvarado the ‘No Right Turn 4-7 PM’ on Baxter to Allesandro, MOST folks don’t pay any attention to this, 
and turn ‘right’ going do™ anyway. However, in their defense, if they do what is correct, continuing on Alvarado going 
past Baxter to later turn right down one of the new 1-way streets, Alvarado is SO narrow at that point with the parked 
cars, it is difficult to get through. This is especially difficult if you are coming from the other way into the area as I do to 
get home. With the 1-ways there are very few ways to get into our hills, as a resident. 


Erwin: Also, I think there are enough 1-ways going down, but few to get up. Erwin from Allesandro to Alvarado 
should be a 1-way UP . Erwin is one of the few stree ts up, very narrow and can’t support 2-way traffic very well. The 
only other option from Allesandro is up Duane St., going past the school. Not good for the kids?? There is already a lot 
more traffic on Duane St. because of the 1-way restriction on Baxter. 


Is there anything that can be done?? I still can '/ believe there are folks that think it is OK to go the wrong way on a 1- 
way street and think it is an ‘option 


Another GOOD co mm ent from Nextdoor.com states: 

KL said: 

It’s legitimate that making Baxter one-way solved one safety problem, but the decision was made quickly 
based on the WAZE-driven traffic jams and it's media coverage... and so was done too quickly to fully assess the 
potential impacts. (Not surprisingly, it created other safety issues.) 

Right after Baxter (and Cove) where changed, I was told by Juan (our local field rep) from OTarrell's 
office that the CounciImember's office was very aware that the Baxter solution could (and likely would) cause 



d iff erent/new issues, an d that the solution wasn’t yet complete... additional changes would be made necessary, 
and the office was continuing to monitor. 

However, I have left five messages (5) for Juan over as many month and he has not still responded 
(Perhaps Juan or someone from the office monitors Next Door?) 

New Baxter-Change-Based issues I’ve noticed: 

Because it is not possible to enter the neighborhood from Baxter, and because we still have much of the 
additional WAZE-driven traffic (which originally triggered the concern with Baxter), Lakeshore (north of Cerro 
Gordo) is now much more heavily tr affi cked. Like Baxter, it is a sub-standard street... although it is two-way, the 
n arrow street means opposing traffic cannot pass each other... someone has to back up/down the steep curve hill. 
This wasn’t a problem when the street was only locals, but with the increased traffic and the uninformed drivers, 
it's a mess. I've come upon pairs of cars nose to nose with neither driver willing to back up. 

Another issue is that although Lakeshore (south of Cerro Gordo) has a "no through traffic 4-7" sign, and 
Alvarado at Baxter has a "no right turn 4-7" sign, there is still a steady stream of cars every evening coming up 
Lakeshore to turn onto Cerro Gordo so that can reach Baxter and make the illegal right turn. The heavy traffic is 
made tougher on the residents due to the folks illegally coming up Lakeshore very often run the new stop sign at 
Lakeshore and Cerro Gordo. These are commuters, not locals and they treat this hilly little neighborhood as if it 
were a highway. 

If you have other concerns that have arisen from the Baxter change, please describe them and we'll make 
a master list and take it to OTarrell’s office. 

The increased traffic is a fact of life. But more can be done to mitigate. Anyone who wants to go with me 
to get answers from our council member (or anyone who has already tried), please let me know.

We’ve been able to get non-emergency dispatch to talk to them a couple of times, but the patrol officers have essentially 
told us there is nothing they can do but tell the trespassers to leave unless the owner is present and is the one making the 
call. Today, they were loitering outside with the security door open and the patrol officers didn’t even tell them to leave. 
They just told the trespassers to go back inside the property and close the door. It’s especially problematic because the 
trespassing parties have keys, so they keep the door locked and most of the time the patrol officers can’t access the 
property so they can’t even talk to them. 

We’ve written a letter to the property owner and filed LADBS requests (our first was closed because it got routed to the 
wrong department, the current request is #463736). Beyond that. I’m not sure what else we can do without additional 
assistance. Please let me know if there are any other steps we can take to help facilitate the process of securing the 
property.

So, if you try the 
door and they’re inside, it will likely be locked (i.e., it will seem secure). I’ve mailed a letter to property 
owner asking them to have the people removed and to change the lock so people can’t climb over the fence 
and unlock the gate from ins ide.

We’ve been able to get non-emergency dispatch to talk to them a couple of times, but the patrol officers have essentially 
told us there is nothing they can do but tell the trespassers to leave unless the owner is present and is the one making the 
call. Today, they were loitering outside with the securify door open and the patrol officers didn’t even tell them to leave. 
They just told die trespassers to go back inside the property and close the door. It’s especially problematic because the 
trespassing parties have keys, so they keep the door locked and most of the time the patrol officers can’t access the 
property so they can’t even talk to them. 

We’ve written a letter to the property owner and filed LADBS requests (our first was closed because it got routed to the 
wrong department, the current request is #463736). Beyond that. I’m not sum what else we can do without additional 
assistance. Please let me know if there are any other steps we can take to help facilitate the process of securing the 
property.

Some have been bold enough to bath in my front yard with our hose. I simply cannot accept that the city cannot 

solve this issue or at least regulate. Encampments, litter, and frequent accidents and nothing has 
been done. 

As a private citizen th is is bey ond disappointing and gives me low confidence that we are a concern for Mitch 
OFarrell.

I just wanted to follow up on this again because these people have continued to occupy 
the property at 2011 Beverly and we haven't been able to do anything to get them 
removed or to get the property re-secured. I've attached some photos/videos for 
reference. 

We've been able to get non-emergency dispatch to talk to them a couple of times, but the 
patrol officers have essentially told us there is nothing they can do but tell the trespassers 
to leave unless the owner is present and is the one making the call. Today, they were 
loitering outside with the security door open and the patrol officers didn't even tell them 
to leave. They just told the trespassers to go back inside the property and close the door. 
It's especially problematic because the trespassing parties have keys, so they keep the 
door locked and most of the time the patrol officers can't access the property so they 
can't even talk to them. 

We've written a letter to the property owner and filed LADBS requests {our first was 
closed because it got routed to the wrong department, the current request is #463736). 
Beyond that, I'm not sure what else we can do without additional assistance. Please let 
me know if there are any other steps we can take to help facilitate the process of securing 
the property.

Juan, the Field Representative, told," It has been collectively 
decided to allow tents in front of your building... since it affects the least 
amount of people " Officer Vargas offered the homeless a place to go and 
services last week but they refused. Why are they permitted to stay? Why 
total disregard for the law and rights of other citizens? Why is 
lawlessness permitted? 

2. Why is Echo Park the only park where an encampment is permitted? 

Permitting 10-30 tents at a time is not a way of solving the problem of 
homelessness and it is directly impacts the community at large in Echo Park. 
Can you move the homeless in this encampment to a more suitable place? 
Please find attached a copy of the names of other parks that were visited and 
saw no encampments. We feel that our rights as taxpayers have been 
violated as we are the only park that has been impacted by this. 

3. Furthermore, this has a direct impact on property values and quality of 
life in not only our community the entire Echo Park area. Specifically, 
when Parkview was built it quickly filled up and in a few months we had a 
waiting list. Now we have 9 units vacant, are losing $15,000 a month and 



Iasi year had a loss of $200,000. Because of this impact, there is the real 
possibility that this building may need to be sold. This would mean the 
dislocation and very real possibility of tenants facing homelessness. This 
also means that some of our most vulnerable residents would be homeless 
as well the residents who are on Section 8, Veterans Assistance, and 
Foursquare Ministers. Many of our residents fear becoming homeless. Can 
you address this financial impact and assure the residents this will not 
happen? 

4. The presence of this encampment has created many residual problems 
including quality of life, safety, health, and security issues. I am sure these 
same issues are experienced by the larger community. These include 

a. Health There is a high-risk due to human waste and illegal drug 
waste, which is a haven for an epidemic of Cholera, dysentery, 
hepatitis A & E, typhus, and even leprosy. Why are not the 
encampments shut down due to these risks alone? As to drug use, 
residents have looked out of their windows and seen heroin kitchens 
and have seen people shooting up. Please see enclosed photos. Please, 
consider shutting down the encampment due to this. 

b. Safety and security issues: While we have taken every precaution to 
create a safe and secure environment, there are constant violations. 
Here are problems we have encountered and have photos and or 
witnesses to verify these incidents, (a) People violating our perimeter 
to use the pool or outside shower for bathing. It is shocking for our 
older female residents to see nude men in the pool. Also this has made 
the pool unsafe for our residents to swim in due to the possibility of 
STD. (b) one of our residents was mugged in the park and his cell 
phone stolen (c) one of our older residents lives in fear because of 
seeing intruders in the pool. These issues have grown greatly during 
this last year. We didn't have these problems before the encampment 


came. 



c. Quality of life. Many of the residents moved here specifically to be 
near family and grandchildren. They have had many wonderful times 
with family in the park in the past, but currently are afraid to take 
their grandchildren to the park due to the encampment. Others do so 
and take the risk but this has created a lot of fear. Our parks and 
especially this park were built to provide a safe place for families of 
the city to come to. This is in jeopardy due to the encampment. 

5. Why does the city clean out the park and remove all homeless 
residents and tents for filming companies and not because of requests 
from citizens who have legitimate health and safety reasons due to the 
homeless? It appears money talks but the real issues and daily concerns of 
caring and interested residents of Echo Park do not matter. 

6. Why is there no response to my LA311 app? Several reports were made 
with no response. Anthony report several times to have graffiti removal. No 
response. What can be done to make this more responsive? 

7. W ha t action can we expect you and the city council to take to relocate 
the members ofthis encampment quickly and return our parkto the 
wonderful condition it was in after its renovation? We remember that 
$67.4 million was spent on transforming the lake/park and it was in pristine 
and wonderful condition. It was even called the "Pearl of Los Angeles." 
(During your campaign you stated when asked that there will be LAPD 
presence 24 hours a day, 7 days a week.) It has been the backdrop of many 
television, films and commercials and is a real drawing card for tourists. 
Now the encampment is keeping families and tourists away. We are 
concerned senior residents who care deeply about our community. Please, 
take these points under consideration and act quickly to clear the park of 
the encampment so the quality of life and safety can return.

thanks again for being so responsive last time to our concerns on Benton Way. Sadly the suggestions from LADOT were to 
"self organize" and put up signs asking drivers to slow down. That lias not been effective. Currently it is rush hour and 
traffic Is extremely heavy on the street, i just watched a neighbor who was trying to park in their driveway get honked and 
yelled at, and another car come barreling down the street and screech to a halt when traffic coming the other way made it 
hard for them to pass. The traffic humps do not deter people speeding through (lie neighborhood like it is a freeway and it 
is increasingly unsafe. 

I have made complaints to google, waze, LADOT, on nextdoor and to your office. I understand it is a public street, i 
understand there is traffic but this is a NEIGHBORHOOD, a street that is small and narrow, and one that cannot handle 
this volume of traffic. Oh and there are serious potholes and gaps in the street from heavy use. 

The traffic on benton is now so bad some of it goes to Coronado— but it needs to stay on glendale and silverlake boulevard. 
Many of my neighbors would happily band together to voice concerns to WAZE if you think it would help— the 
neighborhood is frustrated and concerned for citizens safety. I'm heading into my third decade on this street and i have 
never seen it so bad nor felt like the drivers were so reckless.

Hello. I am emailing again to see if there is someone to speak with regarding the level of traffic on 
Benton Way. We moved here In 2001 & while it has always been slightly more busy than other streets 
in the past 12-16 months there has been a dramatic increase in traffic coming from Glendale 
Boulevard. 

Some traffic management items I would recommend: 

1. Place a cop at the stop sign at Benton & Scott. No one actually stops there, they speed up & down the hill & it would slow 
things down. The city would also make m oney. Please provide the best time frame for LAPD to 
make maximum citations. They can monitor a location for 2-3 hours. Is morning, afternoon or evening 
best? 

The best time south bound is the am rush hour- basically 7:30 or 8 am on.The best time north bound is 4:30-7. They 
will have plenty of people to pull over— I hear my neighbors yelling at cars to stop all of the time. 

2. Make Benton at berkely a no left turn at rush hour in the mornings. So far I have had a car 
intentionally try to hit me when I was attempting to enter my car, angrily honk at me when I was 
parking, & witnessed a screaming match S. full street blockage when a commuter refused to back up 
and LET A SCHOOL BUS FULL OF CHILDREN through. I can submit a request 

to rn vladot.lacitv.org on your behalf. Would the 'NO Left Turn' be for traffic southbound or 
northbound? Would it be all day or particular hours like 3-7pm? This kind of restriction requires a 
petition of majority support from residents. Would you be willing to spearhead the solicitation for 
signatures? I have attached an example of the petition. (Do not start soliciting signatures until we 
setup a meeting with LADOT. This is just an example) 

Yes I would be happy to do that as many people have expressed interest. I would recommend NO LEFT TURN, from 
Berkeley to Benton going SOUTHBOUND (towards sunset ave) from 7am to 10 am. It would make a huge difference 
because waze/google maps pushed traffic off glendale but as I mention Benton is narrow & it can’t handle speedy, 2 
way traffic. It’s also increasingly unsafe because people speed down the hill. 

3. Put up local access only signs. I know this doesn’t do much but will help a bit. “Local Access” only 
is posted when a detour is required for construction in the area. Public streets are open for all of the 
public to use. 

I understand that traffic is increasing across the city but this is a street that really cannot handle the level of traffic that is 
coming through. Drivers are not saving that much time by diverting off of Glendale blvd, which is 
meant to handle more commuting traffic. In recent years the Google WAZE app has be used by 
comm uters to cut down on travel tim e. U nfortunately, Google will not rem ove hillside narrow streets 
from their maps. We have made this request for other streets with similar configuration with no 
success. The city has to actually change the roadway, like make it a one-way, in order for WAZE to 
change the route. We cannot do that on Benton Way. 

Yes I know neighbors who have tried to slow down traffic by reporting an accident - & I am sure this happens in 
many neighborhoods in LA & other cities but it’s become a combination of too many drivers who don’t care that they 
are driving through a neighborhood- & as I mentioned they are willing to block a school bus to get through in their 
terms. It’s sad really.

I would move if I could, as I feel it is increasingly unsafe, but I don’t think I should leave a 
neighborhood I love because drivers can’t be responsible & courteous. I am sorry that this is causing 
so much strife for you. It is the largest city in America and the second largest in population and it 
continues to grow. It is crucial that we do not become distracted drivers or pedestrians. That we make 
our safety a priority and stay alert and teach this to our children.

Hello, I am resident of Benton Way, between Scott and Reservoir. I have hesitated to send this note 
because i thought possibly the traffic would die down on our street throughout the day but it has 
only increased. We live on an extremely narrow street and cut through traffic is not limited to rush 
hour, it is at all hours of the day except late at night. Worse, cars fly down the street at high speeds 
without stopping at the stop signs at either end. Drivers honk and yell at each other when the street 
is unpassable (it is difficult to fit cars going the opposite direction on our street because it narrow). 
Parked cars on the street are constantly scrapped and hit without any one bothering to stop and 
a dmi t to the damage. 

It is pretty much unbearable and frankly this street is not designed for this much traffic throughout 
the day. The shortcut offered by waze and google maps saves people about 15 seconds. They 
should not be cutting through on a street that cannot handle this amount of traffic. 

The street itself is in terrible shape, drivers honk at people Hying to pull out of their own drive ways, and frankly its 
dangerous because they drive way too fast during their commute. 

I am begging you to find a solution. If that solution is limiting it to local traffic only that is fine, if it is limiting it to 
one way traffic that is fine. 



A significant change would be a NO LEFT TURN at berkeley and benton to prevent the glendale cut through. 


I would move but we cannot afford to move within our own neighborhood, nor should we have to because people 
choose to save 30 seconds by drive through a neighborhood that cannot handle this much traffic. 

I understand that there are more people that ever here and that this is not unique to our neighborhood but I do think 
there are some solutions that can be offered to assist the neighborhood in reducing tr affi c.
